Tots die 
in bus 
smash 


ST JEROME, Quebec 
(LPI)—A bus carry ing young 
children home from a camp¬ 
ing trip overturned on a 
rainswept highway Thurs¬ 
day. killing three children 
and seriously injuring at 
least 13 others, police said. 

The dead children and most 
of the injured were crushed 
under the roof of the bus. 
which collapsed when the ve¬ 
hicle overturned oh a slip¬ 
pery curve on the Lauren- 
lian Autoroute near SI 
Jerome, about 34 kilometres 
from Montreal. 

It took police and firemen 
more than an hour to pry off 
the roof and rescue the cry¬ 
ing children trapped inside 

Thr children, aged a to I t. 
were returning to their 
homes in Montreal after a 
three-day camping trip at Ml 
Tremblant Park, officials 
said. 

The 13 injured were in local 
hospitals, where their condi 
lions ranged from serious to 
critical. 

Still others were treated for 
lesser injuries. 

in Fredericton. N.B . 3* 
children who were either 
handicapped or mentally re 
larded were taken to hopsila! 
Thursday following a colli 
sion between a bus and a 
truck. 

None of the injuries was 
serious 

The bus was bringing the 
children from a hospital 
school at Saint John. N.B.. to 
Fredericton for a day's visit.

Charges laid 
in baby death 


A former physician faces 
two charges in connection 
with a birth at a home in 
Saanich. 

Margaret Lillian Marsh. 
51. of 2131 French Road in 
Sooke. appeared Thursday in 
Victoria provincial court be¬ 
fore Judge William Ostler 
and was charged that on July 
13. in Saanich, she allegedly 

• Was criminally negli 
gent, "omitting to provide 
adequate medical attention 
at birth and by attending to 
the birth herself, cause the 
death of Nigel Ambery." 

• "Did cause the death, in 
the act of birth of a child, to 
wit. Nigel Ambery. which 
had not become a human 
being in such a manner that if 


the said cjlild were a human 
being she (Marsh) would be 
guilty of murder, contrary to 
the Criminal Code." 

The charges arose from the 
birth of the second child of a 
Saanich couple, Mark and 
Elizabeth Ambery , 4177 Shel 
bourne. 

Ostler remanded Mrs. 
Marsh until Aug. 2* for elec¬ 
tion of her trial method and 
released her on her oWn re¬ 
cognizance on two conditions: 
that she not give medical ad¬ 
vice to any person and that 
she not attend on any birth 

Mrs. Marsh was not repre 
sealed by legal counsel at the 
first appearance, but indicat 
ed her lawyer was Peter 
Leask of Vancouver.

U.S. set 
to prop 
dollar 


WASHINGTON (IPI>— 
Treasury Secretary W. Mi¬ 
chael Blumenthal said 
Thursday that he and Fed 
era I Reserve Boa r<^ Chair 
inan G. William Miller, act 
inn on instructions front 
president Carter, expected to 
announce a series of actions 
over the next fcAv weeks to 
strengthen the faltering U.S. 
dollar. 

The announcement caused 
a strong dollar recovery on 
Furopean foreign exchange 
markets, but the atmosphere 
on the markets was still ner 
\ouv 

Dealers earned that the 
dollar could resume its down 
ward course unless strong 
action was taken by the U.S 
government and unless 
progress was made against 
some of the underlying 
causes of the dollar's recent 
Tall. 

The dollar closed in London 
Thursday night at 1.9922 
marks, I 6162 Swiss francs. 
188 00 Japanese yen and 
l 3400 French francs. 

In Tokyo, where the dollar 
shot up within an hour of the 
foreign exchange opening 
the Bank of Japan welcomed 
Carter's action and said it 
was overdue. 

The U.S. statement came 
as the president conceded at 
his nationally televised news 
conference that he was 
‘ deeply concerned" over the 
decline in the value of the 
dollar. 

lie also said he had a ban 
doned hope of balancing the 
federal budget by 1980. even 
though he had not given up 
his goal of closing the gap 
between income and spend 
ing to the $30-billion range In 
the end of his current term 

Blumenthals statement 
said: 

“The president has. asked 
me to announce that under 
his instructions. Chairman 
Miller and I are giving ur¬ 
gent attention to proposals in 
a number of areas and we 
would expect a series of con¬ 
tinuing actions to be an 
nounccd as decisions are 
reached over the next few 
weeks." 


’Too much spent on too little’ 

Region-board revolt may snowball

Thr concept of regional 
government received a jolt 
un Vancouver Inland this 
week. 

ft came Wednesday as 
directors of the Mount Wad- 
dington region district voted 
5-3 at Port McNeill to disband 
their regional government 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis has admitted 
lhat the Mount Waddinglon 
action may lead tn other re¬ 


gional boards pursuing a 
similar course. 

Curtis will now be asked to 
meet the Mourn Waddinglon 
directors to discuss the 
merits of the proposal and 
how to implement it. 

But there could be an even 
more serious consequence of 
the up-Island vote. 

Even before it. many dis¬ 
satisfied taxpayers, particu¬ 
larly on the Island, were be¬ 
ginning to swell the- ranks 
of a new organization called 
LATRAC (Land Owners and 


Taxpayers Rights Associa¬ 
tion Committee). 

LATRAC was formed pri¬ 
marily to have the regional 
districtuconcept of,govern- 
ment eliminated. 

The organization already 
has IV chapters on Vancou 
ver Island—Sidney. Brent¬ 
wood Bay. Victoria. Sooke. 
Shawnigan Lake. Cobble Hill. 
Duncan. Nanaimo, Coombs 
and Errlngton. 

LATRAC's vice-president 
Joseph Pullen, regional 
director for Errtnglon, was 


elected to the Nanaimo re¬ 
gion district last fall on a 
platform opposing regional 
districts. 

Only last weekend. Pullen 
said in a Colonial interview 
lhat LATRAC would be 
watching closely what hap 
pened to the Mount Wadding 
ton motion to disband. 

The reasons given for the 
Mount Waddington motion 
were dear to the hearts of 
LATRAC members: Too 
much spent on loo little 

"The concept of regional 


government is no longer 
working for the benefit of the 
taxpayer." according to 
Mount Waddington director 
who introduced the motion. 
Fred Mantic. 

Mantic added that "there 
are tdp many governments 
and wO don't accomplish 
enough for the money we 
spend.” - 

And although Mantic. who 
represents the unorganized 
area around Holberg. was 
nut at Wednesday's meeting. 


there was nu doubt about the 
outcome. 

His motion was introduced 
by Port Hardy Mayor Brian 
Klaver and seconded by John 
Eilertsen of Coal Harbor 

They suggested in the mo- 
liun lhat the Mount Wadding 
ton district, which represents 
13.000 residents on northern 
Vancouver Island and off 
shore islands, be replaced 
with an alternative authority 
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announcement—expected 
within two weeks—is 
spending on unemploy 
mem insurance benefit 
payments, infurmants 
say. 

This comes amid generally 
unfavorable reaction from 
opposition and union critics 
to the SI-5 billion of current 
and planned reductions an 
nounccd Wednesday nighl 
There is also some confusion 
aboul how the reductions are 
to be applied. 

Roberl Andras. treasury 
board president, announced 
Wednesday night lhat cabinet 
had already agreed upon $1.5 
billion of spending cuts, but 
promised "further cuts of at 
least another $1 billion" in 
coming weeks, for a total $3 5 
billion 

Andras said Thursday thal 
he would personally like lo 
see aboul $1 billion of spend 
ing reductions and added thal 
he inlrndcd to "gel as close to 
it as we can." 

He noted lhat the govern 
ment had already exceeded 
Prime Minisler Trudeau's 
nationally televised promise 
Aug. 1 lu reduce current and 
planped spending by $3 bil 
lion The prime minisler said 
r.iusl of lhe money would be 
used for new programs to 
stimulate economic activity 
and combat inflation. 

Bui treasury officials, say 
Ihe reductions announced 
Wednesday , which were part 
of a contingency plan ready 
for months, were the easy 
part. The government now 
had to single out areas where 
(he big money was spent, of 
fieials said 

The health, welfare .and 
educational programs fin¬ 
anced jointly with ihe prov 
inces were an ubviuifS target, 
officials said. Treasury of 
fieials admit that changing 
federal funding for some of 
these programs will be con¬ 
tentious. affecting every citi 
Zen. but they are costly for 
the federal government. 

Social security schemes 
were being examined and 
might be "restructured 
Andras acknowledged. Offi¬ 
cials noted that the promise 
not to touch uld-age pensions, 
veterans' payments or ser 
vices for Ihe neediest citi¬ 
zens. made family allowance 
payments one obvious area 
for study 

Health Minister Monique 
Begin will announce any 
changes within about a week, 
Andras says. 

Meanwhile. Ihe W ednesday 
announcement of cuts started 
receiving opposition political 
fire Thursday. Opposition 
Leader Joe Clark called Ihe 
cuts "a con game of a desper 
ate government" and only a 
gesture of restraint. 

Ed Broadbent, New Demo 
erotic Party leader, said the 
reductions were "Libe(^l cri¬ 
sis management totally 
geared for political reasons " 

I'nions representing fed¬ 
eral public servants infuriat¬ 
ed by Andras' statement lhat 
about 5.000 jobs would be lost, 
mainly in Ihe Ottawa area. 

Even some business asso¬ 
ciations were critical. Henry 
de Puyjalon. president of the 
Canadian Construction Asso¬ 
ciation. said Ihe cuts fare

MOSCOW (Reulrr) — A noted Soviet phynlclst Tlluri. 
day congratulated the Princeton University scientists who 
laat week announced a major breakthrough In nuclear 
fualon—but questioned whether their success had any prac 
Heal uae. 

Academician Boria Kadomtsev wan quoted by Tans 
news agency aa saying the Princeton team achieved an 
important result In producing temperatures of no million 
degrees Celsius through nuclear fusion in a reactor. 

"Soviet scientists and myself wholeheartedly congratu 
late our American colleagues on their great success." hr 
said. 

Kadomtsev added, however, that to harness fusion In 
meet energy needs It was also necessary to prolong the 


lifespan of the reaction. In the Princeton experiment It 
lasted Just one-tenth of a second 

Successes In this direction were bound to lead to the 
creation of reactors producing unlimited electricity, "but It 
Is still too early to speak about the practical use of the 
results of research Into taming thermonuclear reaction." he 
said. 

“American experts note that the fundamental principles 
of such (reactor) plants were first developed by Soviet 
scientists," he said. 

A senior official of the U S. department of energy. 
Stephen Dean, was reported as saying the breakthrough 
could lead to a safe ana abundant power source in the next 
century.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Japan has cut exports and 
increased purchases of U.S. 
products in a major reversal 
in U.S.-Japanese trade rela¬ 
tions that eventually could 
help revive the sagging dol¬ 
lar. officials said Thursday 

“We now see a quiet but 
basic change in the scene.” 
Hlromu Kukada. the eco¬ 
nomic minister at Japan's 
embassy in Washington, told 
a news conference. 

“We are definitely entering 
an era of more balanced 
trade between our two coun¬ 
tries." 

Japan, one of the world's 
major exporters of products, 
trimmed global exports by 
eight per cent in July. The 
volume of exports dropped 
2.5 per cent between April 
and June. Kukada said. 

The reduction in exports 
was offset by Increases in 
Japan's imports of U.S. prod¬ 
ucts—a 30.6 per cent increase 
In June over the figures for 
June, 1977. 

"This is almost an unprece¬ 
dented development." Fuka- 
da said. "We are now ex¬ 
periencing a turnaround, a 
basic change, in the (trade) 
picture." 

Government. economists 
welcomed evidence Japan 
would buy more American 
products than it sold—a 
switch that could help reduce 
the U.S. balance of payments 
deficit that has contributed to 
inflation at home and the in¬ 
stability of the dollar 
abroad. 

"If it's a trend, then it 
would be very good news in¬ 
deed. " one economist said

Balloonists touch down 


M1SEREY, France (AP) — Three jubilant 
U.S. balloonists rased the Double Kagle II 
into a wheat field and a riotous welcome 
600 metres from this farming hamlet too 
kilometres west of Paris Thursday evening, 
completing the first transatlantic balloon 
crossing. 

French and U.S. flags flapped from the 
gondola of the 72-metre high balloon, which 
had wilted to the shape of a silver exclama 
lion point but stood upright against the 
fading evening light 

CHEERING CROWDS abandoned their 
cars and to rushed the balloon to congratu 
late the occupants— Maxie Anderson. 41. 
Ken Abru/rn.lh. and Larry Newman. 31. all 
of Albuquerque. N.M —as they jumped from 
the red and yellow gondola to secure the 
balloon in a stiff evening bree/e. 

Two bottles of champagne, one from the 
balloon, were opened and sprayed on the 
cheering crowd 

About 50 policemen stood in an arm in¬ 
arm cordon around the crew 

"I did it. dad. I did it. dad." said Newman, 
bury ing his head in his father's shoulder and 


weeping. His father Herb had come to Eu¬ 
rope to greet his son. 

"WE RAN Into trouble four times on the 
flight,” Anderson said. 

The only problem he described was “w hen 
Ac iced up badly about halfway across the 
Atlantic. It cost us a lot of ballast and 
height " 

"Last year we wept down off Iceland." he 
said, "and we're kind of glad to be here in 
France^hls lime." 

They were taken to Paris by helicopter fur 
a reunion with their wives. 

Before police could restrain the mob. the 
balloon's gondola was ripped apart and chil

unmanned probes now on their way to the planet 
Venus could provide an answer. 

It isn’t idle curiosity which is turning scien 
tific inquiry in the direction of Venus. Because it 
is Earth’s closest planetary neighbor and in 
some important ways resembles Earth. Venus 
has been the subject of study since its first 
recorded sighting more than 2.500 years agoaThe 
more that has been learned about its character 
islics, the more anxious science is to learn still 
more. 

The reason is that despite some similarities 
to Earth. Venus has an inhospitable climate. Its 
surface temperature is 900 degrees, making it a 
dead planet. Its atmosphere is carbon diox¬ 
ide and that is where latest scientific interest is 
turning its attention. 

If the carbon dioxide blanket surrounding 
Venus is the reason for its surface temperature, 
it could provide a stark object lesson for 
Earth. The carbon dioxide content in the atmo 
sphere of our planet has increased greatly in the 
last two centuries because of the heavy burning 
of fossil fuels. 

Venus might well be trying to tell us some¬ 
thing. .

PARIS — The French For¬ 
eign Legion's bold strike to 
save beleaguered Europeans 
in Zaire and its more cautious 
drive to quell rebellion in 
Chad may well count among 
its last operations. 

Plans are reportedly afoot 
to disband the legion In 1961. 
exactly a century and a half 
after it was created in 1831 to 
help in France's conquest of 
Algeria. 

If it goes — and the final 
declson is expected to be 
made before the end of the 
year — the legion will be 
much honored by the nation 
in whose name it fought and 
died in jungles, deserts and 
paddy fields the world over 
But nobody will be surprised 
by its demise, for the cele¬ 
brated fighting force, now 
whittled down to just 8.000 
men. a third of whom are 
French, has clearly outlived 
its usefulness. If not its leg¬ 
end. 

In fact, the legion became 
obsolete- almost two decades 
ago when France relin¬ 
quished Vs far-flung colonial 
empire. 

The legion came within an 
inch of being disbanded in the 
closing stages of the Algerian 
war in 1961 when its crack 
unit, the First Parachute 
Regiment, joined the gen¬ 
erals’ revolt against Presi¬ 
dent Charles de Gaulle. How¬ 
ever.. some military men 
claim that it was precisely 
because the legion had re 
vulted at this time that It 
survived France's withdraw¬ 
al from Algeria, which had 
always been the legion's 
home base 

"We didn't want the legion 
to go out with this stain on its 
flag." said one military spe-

cialist. "We broke up the 
First Parachute Regiment, of 
course, and cut manpower 
down to the bone from the 
I960 peak of 40.000. But we 
allowed the legion to carry on 
and redeem itself over the 
years, in a low-profile way." 
This it did in mainly guard 
and ceremonial duties: its 
outing in Africa this year was 
only the second time the le¬ 
gion had seen action since 
Algeria. 

The specialist added that 
the authorities now see the 
legion's 150th aniversary in 
three years time as a natural 
occasion to retire it with full 
honors. 

Will the legion be 
mourned? As a powerful 
myth, no doubt it will be; as a 
fighting force, a little less so 
because, as the experts say, 
“There's nothing it can do 
that another top French unit 
can't handle as well, or even 
better — and without the dis¬ 
cipline problems of the le¬ 
gion.” 

But legend has always been 
more important with the le¬ 
gion that its actual perfor¬ 
mance in the field, however 
good this may have been on 
occasion — and it was re¬ 
markably good to fire tradi¬ 
tion and legend in the first 
place 

Although the legion won 
some victories. It was always 
best in adversity and defeat; 
when, for instance. 61 legion¬ 
naires held out to the last 
man against 2.600 Mexicans 
at Camerone during Louis 
Napoleon's ill-fated Mexican 
campaign in 1863: when it de-

I ended Dien Bien Phu in 1954 
against overwhelming odds, 
losing 1.500 men. including 
375 from a para-battalion that 
was wiped out twice over. 
Altogether 10.000 legion¬ 
naires died in Indochina, a 
third of all casualties suf¬ 
fered by the legion during its 
long decades 6f fighting for 
France. 

The legion was constantly- 
given the most dangerous 
missions not only because it 
was a tough, highly trained 
unit but also because, being 
made up largely of foreigners 

— and a lot of riff-raff, at that 

— it was considered expend 
able by the French high com¬ 
mand. 

Part of the.legion's glam¬ 
our lay in that willingness to 
suffer the worst fate for its 
adopted country. But even 
more compelling was the leg¬ 
end that anybody could find 
refuge in it, from the roman¬ 
tic victim of unrequitted love 
to the murderer on the run 
from the police. In the legion 
they would be given new 
identities and if they proved 
themselves in the first five 
years, managing to dodge 
bullets, survive tropical dis¬ 
ease and endure savage pun¬ 
ishment for the least trans- 
gression of legion 
regulations, they would be 
rewarded; the foreigners 
with French citizenship, the 
Frenchmen who had signed 
up as fictitious Belgians or 
Swiss (technically. French 
nationals cannot enlist in the 
legion) with a “clean slate " 

What will happen to the 8.- 
000 legionnaires when the le¬ 
gion rolls up its colors for the 
last time? 

As the regiment is expected 
to stop recruiting by the end 
of this year, by 1981 most of 
the foreigners in its ranks 
will have served out their 
five-year stint to qualify for 
citizenship. The odds are they 
will be given the choice of 
returning to civilian life, with 
new papers and a handsome 
gratuity or of being transfer¬ 
red to other crack French 
units where thetr skills in 
commando-type operations 
will be greatly appreciated

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So three cheers for the pre 
miers for standing up to Ot 
tawa and reflecting the view s 
of many. 

They are off base, however, 
in their contention that all 
change must be subject to 
provincial concurrence. 

Admittedly It has been the 
practice in recent years, as 
Allan Blakehey of Saskatche 
wan pointed out; but that does 
not make ft "the constitution- 
al law of Canada." 

Theoretically, at least, the 
BNA Act can still be amend¬ 
ed at Westminster on the ad 
vie? of the Parliament of 
Canada. Any restriction is 
political, not legal. 

Consequently it would be a 
tragedy to patriate the Act 
with an amending formula 
relying exclusively on the 
provinces — a legal equiva 
lent of leaping from the fry 
ing pan into the fire. In this 
sense, the Fulton Favreau 
formula and later the Vic¬ 
toria charter were both sub¬ 
versive of genuine democ 
racy. 

No doubt the provinces 
have reason to be mistrustful 
of federal powers; but the 
opposite is. equally true. 

And the fact that for dec¬ 
ades the provinces have been 
unable to reach unanimity on 
significant constitutional re¬ 
form is damning evidence 
that they never could. So the 
idea of giving them an abso¬ 
lute veto is ludicrous. 

It’s refreshing news, there 
fore, that Justice Minister 
Otto Lang favors a back-up 
system of plebiscites to end 
run provincial opposition 
when necessary. I hope he is 
serious and can convince the 
prime minister 

Naturally the Idea ou¬ 
traged the provincial pre 
miers because giving the 
people a say diminishes their 
powers. 

But they are vested inter¬ 
ests advised by bureaucrats 
who, like federal bureau¬ 
crats, are greedy for power. 
And often their Interests are 
in conflict with the public in¬ 
terest. 

So let's have an escape 
hatch that will prevent them 
from blocking rational 
change. 

Only then will it be safe to 
bring the BNA Act home to 
Canada.

IT 18 NOT altogether essential for you of Conser

be preaching to the converted. This Is aimed primarily 
at those misguided souls of our circulation area who 
have, through extreme myopia and/or the buning of 
heads In sand, managed to remain true to the Liberal 
faith and to the leadership of Himself 

I realire their numbers are somewhat limited here 
on this enlightened island, but the realization Is tern 
pered with the amazement that there are ANY. Even 
the most rabid must surely have digested some of the 
telltale signs that abound They cannot believe, for 
instance, that all the stories of Liberal financial and 
moral ineptitudes are the pure propaganda of a Liber 
al-hatlng media To them, the stories are figments of 
right wing imaginations, completely at odds with the 
truth. 

However, even they cannot continue In disregard 
the stories emanating from Statistics Canada, a gov- 
eminent body that obviously does not have any great 
political axe to grind. Stats Canada tells us we are now 
running at a 1.8 per cent Inflation rate and that the 
recent IS per cent July hike was the highest monthly 
rise since back there In the supposedly dark Inflation 
days of 1975. 

What this means, my Liberal friends. Is that all 
the programs, all the rhetoric indulged In by Pierre 
and his cabinet, have come out as failures of the most 
abysmal kind. Every single attempt at cutting infla 
lion has failed. Trudeau's policies have not worked — 
it is as simple as that. 

TRUDEAU now says he will slash government 
spending by an additional two billion dollars — that's 
over and above his recent announcement of a two 
billion retrenchment — but it is still hopelessly short of 
what Is needed. The forecast budget deficit of close to 
S20 billion is not acceptable and will continue to fuel 
the fires of inflation. 

There Is one common excuse— that inflation is not 
primarily an internal thing, that external forces cause 
much of our inflation and that It Is a world wide 
malaise, not Just a Canadian problem. This is the 
simplistic reasoning I have come to expect from the 
Liberal apologists, but it Is not true. 

Let us take a look at the performances of the 
so-called summit countries — Japan. United States. 
Germany. France. Britain. Italy and Canada — a look 
at the inflation-fighting performances of all since the 
high-water inflation mark of 1974. 

We svlll take three figures for each country Japan 
had a 24.5 per cent Inflation rate In 1974. In 1977 they 
had whittled it down to 8.1 per cent, a decrease of 73 
per cent. Japan is currently running at an 8.5 per cent 
inflation rate, still well below the high water mark of 
1971. 

Italy had a 19.1 per cent figure in 1971. has 
managed to get it down to 11.2 per cent figure now — 
down 41 per cent. 

BRITAIN was at 16 per cent, has chopped that 
down to 9.1 per cent for a reduction of 43 per cent. The 
United States was 11 per cent, is now 8.5 per cent, an 
improvement of 33 per cent. Germany was the lowest 
•in 1971 with 7 per cent, now runs at 4.7 per cent, down 
33 per cent. France went from 13.7 to 9.2. a 33 per cent 
help. 

Canada, back there in the dark days, was running 
along with a 10.8 per cent Inflation rate. We are now at 
9.8 so you can easily see that our rate of improvement 
is the worst of any of the summit countries. 

What I am obviously trying to point out. is that 
regardless of outside inhationary forces, these other 
countries have been able to make significant gains in 
the fight. Our gain is. at best, infinitisimal. 

Germany, with the lowest rate of inflation, comes 
by its fierce hatred of Inflation honestly. Germans can 
still recall pushing wheelbarrows of marks into stores 
to buy a loaf of bread, a slab of cheese and a piece of 
smoked meat. They remember that kind of disaster 
brought them the terrible dictatorship of Hitler and 
they never again want to find themselves in a similar 
position. 

Our government has not learned the lesson. Our 
government has not fought the Inflation fight with 
anything approaching serious measures Wage and 
price controls were farcical the way the Trudeau 
regime introduced and managed them. There has been 
no worthwhile government spending restraint. In 
short. Canada is a clear winner of the booby prize in 
the Inflation sweepstakes. 

And yet. there are some among us who would 
again vote for Trudeau and his moiety band of Incom¬ 
petents.

MONTREAL (CP) — Alcan Aluminium Lid. has issued a 
statement of ethical principles to all employees, sharehold¬ 
ers and other Interested parties establishing "fundamental 
standards" for conducting business, says Nathanael Davis, 
company chairman and chief executive officer. 

In an in-house publicalion. Davis says Ihe statement- 
published in eight languages—is nol open to interpretation. 
He advises employ ees to deal with a questionable situation 
in terms of potential embarrassment lo the company. 

•Just ask yourself whether you or Ihe company would be 
embarrassed if il became public," he says. "That unfail¬ 
ingly^ provides the answer.” 

Davis worked on Ihe statement for two yrars w ith the help 
of at least 175 members of Alcan management in response to 
repealed criticism of multinationals 
To lar all multinationals with the same brush i- "com 
pletely unwarranted." he says. The project got under way 
following Ihe scandal involving questionable payments by 
multinationals to foreign governments a few years ago 
Davis reacted then by preparing a statement for the 1976 
annual meeting disassociating the company fronrany such 
goings-on. the publication says. II was ihe first step in Ihe 
preparation of a siatemenl describing "Ihe kind of company 
we want to be." 

One policy, in the statement of purpose, objectives and 
policies commits Ihe company to refraining from "the offer 
or receipt of improper pay ments and to ensure that all 
financial transactions are properly recorded In the books of 
account." 

Among the other 10 policies. Alcan management commits 
itself to the employment and development of nationals in the 
countries where the company operates, to non-disc rlmma 
lion, and to the conduct of transactions among members of 
the Alcan group on a fair and equitable commercial basis. 

"There is nothing new or resolutionary contained In the 
statement of purpose and objectives." Davis says, but “It’s 
good to have it ln black and while That way, there can be no 
suspicion of shifting sands “

Porluguese and Spanish 
Alcan is the second largest aluminum company in the 
world and operates in 33 companies For Ihe six months 
ended June 30. the company reported sales of almost 31.7 
billion and profits of $136.9 million The company employs 
61.400 people world-wide.

Budget cuts bringing 
energy centre to halt

Victoria'* Cenlrc for 
Energy Conservation is 
running out of steam 

After six months of 
roncentratcd effort 
aimed at making Vic¬ 
torians mure conscious 
about sat ing energy, the 
centre is scheduled to for 
mally close Aug. 25. when 
the federal finances end 

The eight people who 
have been employed 
under federal contract 
face joining the unem 
ployment insurance lines 
unless there is a change 
of heart among the 
movers and shakers in 
Ottawa 

Phil Esmonde. a Vic¬ 
toria freelance journalist 
and activator who co-or¬ 
dinated the centre’s ef¬ 
forts. told a press confer¬ 
ence Thursday afternoon 
he was at a loss to under¬ 
stand the behind-the 
scenes politicking which 
will terminate this part of 
Ottawa's energy conser¬ 
vation effort. 

•’Everyone from Prime 
Minister Trudeau on 
down gives a high prior 
ity to energy conserva 
tion, but it appears bud 
get cuts are going to 
override this." he said. 

“We feel the service is 
vital and worthwhile and 
needs continued funding 
from the federal govern 
ment.” 

He noted Canadians are 
the highest per-capit'a 
users of energy in the 
world, waste more than 
10 per cent of what they 
use. and the country is 
increasingly relying on 
foreign imports of oil 
which eats up badly- 
needed foreign ex¬ 
change. 

Esmonde frankly ad 
' muted that his calling of 
the press conference was 
a plea for help for Vic¬ 


torians to press Ottawa 
into keeping the centre 
alive, although it was os¬ 
tensibly to report on the 
centre’s achievements. 

"The only w ay to keep 
it alive would be for the 
people of Victoria to sup¬ 
port it by phoning their 
federal representatives," 
he said 

The Victoria centre is 
one of 165 across the 
country set up to run 
through the summer 
under a $10 million grant 
obtained by the energy 
ministry under the Fed¬ 
eral Labor Intensive Pro¬ 
gram (F.L.I.P.). There 
are 17 other centres in 
B.C. 

"It was a make-work 
program." Esmonde 
said, "but it’s something 
we believe in very 
strongly.” 

Unfortunately. F.L.I.P. 
became something of a 
political football in On¬ 
tario and Quebec, with 
one national director re¬ 
signing over what he felt 
to be unwarranted inter¬ 
ference by the Ottaw a bu¬ 
reaucrats. 

"Some of the people in 
the Ontario centres are 
definitely anti-nuclear 
power and that touched a 
sore point in Ottawa," hr 
said. "And in Quebec, the 
bureaucrats wanted to 
check the political affilia 
lion and background of 
all the workers." 

All may not have been 
well down east, but the 
Victoria centre racked up 
an impressive list of 
achievements for a 
"make-work" project. 

With a $19,000 budge!. 
90 per cent of which went 
for salaries, the centre 
during its six months of 
operation: 

• Answered questions 
and supplied information 
to an estimated 3.500 peo 
pic at its office in the 
federal building on Gov¬ 
ernment Street.

Other activities includ 
ed presentations of en 
erg.v saving briefs to 
Councils, a seminar with 
municipal officials on en¬ 
ergy conservation, a pro¬ 
gram operated in Vic¬ 
toria parks this summer, 
library displays, con¬ 
struction of a solar green¬ 
house. a testing station 
for solar energy hard 
w are, and development of 
a proposal to heal the 
McKinnon swimming 
pool at University of Vic¬ 
toria by solar energy. 

This last proposal was 
supported by the National 
Research Council but the 
estimated $ 220,000 cost 
proved too steep for LVic 
authorities and the idea 
has been temporarily 
shelved. 

"It s hard for us to keep 
going when we know the 

end is in sight." Esmonde 
said. 

But even when it’s 
gone— barring a 
last-minute about-face in 
Ottawa—the centre's ef¬ 
forts will live on. 

The centre has submit 
led its energy conserv a 
lion curriculum to the 
education department 
and the area school 
boards. 

Its energy displays, re¬ 
search and information 
will end up partly in Ot¬ 
tawa and the rest prob¬ 
ably in the Environmen¬ 
tal Centre, a non-profit 
organization on Fort 
Street. 

One final event still 
being organized—a Con- 
server Weekend—will 
take place at the end of 
September at the Provin¬ 
cial Museum 


Penguins? Not up here! 


Penguin "sightings" around northern Vancouver 
Island and In the Queen Charlottes are almost certain v 
ly a case of mistaken Identity, according to David 
lialladay. B.C. chief of wildlife management. 

Hallada.v. asked Thursday about reports of sight 
ings of the flightless birds whose main home is 
Antarctica, said he had heard of only one unofficial 
report "and that was secondhand" 

"There are plenty of birds with similar coloring to 
penguins that also stand upright and unless the sight¬ 
ing was by a IrainctLgbscrver I'd have to doubt it." hr 
said. 

lialladay said the only penguins ever known to 
travel north of the equator "were brought up by 
man." 

He said the reported sighting that had come to his 
attention was by a couple in the Queen Charlotte 


Islands, but the wildlife branch had been unable to 
send a biologist to check It out. 

Published reports Thursday quoted Wayne Camp¬ 
bell. assistant curator of birds and mammals at the 
provincial museum, assaying he'd received several 
reports of sightings around tile coasts of northern 
Vancouver Island. 

They came from naturalists at Mltlenatfh Island 
nature sanctuary east of Campbell River, lightkeepers 
at Egg Island on the northeastern tip of Vancouver 
Island and a fisherman off Qualsino. 

Campbell said he had little doubt the birds were 
penguins, and theorized that since checks with West 
Coast zoos had failed to uncover reports of runaways, 
iHby might have come north from islands off the costs 
of Chile and Peru—a distance of more than 6,000 
miles. 


City weighs firefighters’ demands 

Joint bargaining 
or whip-sawing?

Sometimes it is called “col¬ 
lective waiting." 

Or "shirt-tail proposals " 

The references are to a 
fragmented state of collec¬ 
tive bargaining in which 
B C.'s fire departments alleg¬ 
edly play follow-the-leadcr. 
with Vancouver setting the 
pace in wages. 

And now the city of Vic¬ 
toria. through negotiator Carl 
Anshelm and Vancouver law¬ 
yer Jack Giles. Is try Ing to do 
something about it. They are 
hoping to use a current in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commission 
hearing as a vehicle to bring 
in joint bargaining in the fu¬ 
ture for most of the prov 
ince's firefighters. 

Giles told commission 
chairman Richard Bird 
Thursday there was "no ra¬ 
tional basis" for adopting the 
same wage scale in Victoria 
since Victoria firefighters en¬ 
joyed superior fringe bene¬ 
fits. and parity would only- 
add to the "whip-saw ing" ex¬ 
isting among the various de¬ 
partments. 

On the other hand, the city 
would like this time to have 
the 1976 Vancouver collective 
agreement awarded to Vic¬ 
toria firefighters because it 
would "probably set the basis 
for joint bargaining and put 
an end to the whip-sawing." 
Giles said. 

The stand is in keeping w ilh 
a B.C. trend that has seen 
province-wide bargaining in¬ 
troduced in such fields as 
construction and the hospital 
industry. 


Despite the "collective 
waiting" charge. Victoria’s 
firefighters say they don’t 
want the Vancouver contract 
“cover to cover.” They say it 
would boost them beyond the 
allowable anti-inflation ceil¬ 
ing and would also cost them 
such Important coverage as 
their death and disability 
agreement. 

The hearing, which com¬ 
pleted Its fourth day Thurs¬ 
day. will lead to a binding 
settlement in a dispute that 
saw the firefighters threaten 
strike action two months ago 
Under terms of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act. both 
sides have to agree before 
the findings can be binding. 
Both have. 

Anshelm. called by Giles as 
a witness, said one set of 
negotiations after another 
proved cootly and time con¬ 
suming, 

Giles said in an interview 
afterward that joint bargain 
ing would eliminate the need 
for numerous separate hear 
ings. like the current hearing 
which he estimates will cost 
the city and its 115 fire¬ 
fighters about $30,009. 

On the knowledge that 
Bird, a Duncan lawyer, may 
decide against imposing the 
Vancouver contract, the city 
is prepared to stick to its 
original offer of a four per 
cent package increase over 
one year. The firefighters 
want six per cent. 

At the moment they are the 
only B.C. firefighters with a 
death and disability clause. 
The widow of a man killed on 
the job would receive his 
regular wages and benefits 


unitl the date of his scheduled 
retirement, or until she re¬ 
married. 

The city wants this re¬ 
placed with a lump sum pay¬ 
ment equal to four times the 
firefighters' annual salary. 

The firefighters say the 
coverage they now have 
started in Calgary and has 
become a major contract de¬ 
mand in Ontario 

Apshelm, who js chief ne¬ 
gotiator for the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Labor Relations Asso¬ 
ciation. testified that there 
hadn't really been any nego¬ 
tiations this lime because the 
Victoria Firefighters Union 
wasn’t ready to clarify Its 
position in the beginning and 
at later meetings kept "esca¬ 
lating" its demands. 

He refused to agree with 
the suggestion of Dcrrnod 
Owen-Flood. lawyer for the

Owen-Flood drew from An¬ 
shelm the fact that when the 
firefighters finally did put 
their wage demands on the 
table the city wasn't ready 
with counter proposals. 

The lawyer prompted some 
laughter when he said: “I 
suggest you were following 
the age-old Victoria tradition 
where you don't make any 
proposals at all—you simply 
have a meeting and ask lor 
arbitration. ”

Beer garden endorsed 

First one netted more than $16,000 


Victoria city council s fi¬ 
nance committee has en 
dorsed in principle the idea of 
a beer garden being operated 
in the downtown 'area next 
year by the Associated Cana¬ 
dian Travellers. 

A six-day beer garden 
operated by the club last 
month at the former Ocean 
Cement site resulted in a 
profit of $16,597. aldermen 
were told Thursday. . 

The money will be used by 
the non-profit service club to 
assist the Tom Thumb Safety 
Village and the Victoria As- 
sociation for the Mentally 
Handicapped 


Club officials must prov ide 
documented evidence to the 
city by Oct. 31 of how the 
proceeds have been dis¬ 
persed. 

Aid. Murray Glazier, the 
lone member opposing a re¬ 
quest by the club for permis¬ 
sion to make the beer garden 
an annual event at the Inner 
Harbor, said valuable land in 
the downtown location could 
not be reserved for the exclu¬ 
sive use of one organization. 

He ruled out the club's pro¬ 
posal that it be allowed to use 
the former Black Ball ferry 
terminal property next year 


on grounds that the land is 
owned by the province, and 
said he was opposed to use of 
city-owned property in the 
area. 

Glazier said the club should 
make its request early next 
year, so it could be consider¬ 
ed in the light of other attrac¬ 
tions planned in the harbor. 

But club spokesman David 
Garrard said lead time was 
needed in order to plan the 
event. 

The club, he said, planned 
additional live entertainment 
next year, improvements in 
the selection of food, charg¬ 


ing an admission and having 
sunshades placed on tables 
He also suggested shade 
trees be supplied by the city 
to enclose the area. 

In other business, the com¬ 
mittee: 

• Approved a request by 
the Labor Day Celebrations 
Committee for a liquor for a 
picnic Sept. 4 in Macdonald 
Park. 

• Agreed to the transfer of 
$2,236 from the land reserve 
investment account to the tax 
sale lands reserve fund. 

• Derided against reinsti¬ 
tuting the defunct Victoria 
Athletic Commission. 


Royal Theatre facelift almost assured 


Victoria city council will 
meet at noon today to make a 
final decision on granting an 
additional $190,000 to reno 
vatc the Royal Theatre. 

Because of a change of 
heart by Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier. council is expected to 
reverse its decision not to 
spend extra money on reno¬ 
vating the 62-year-old build¬ 
ing. 

. Glazier, who last week 
iponsored a motion that the 
request be denied, reversed 
his decision at a finance com 
mittee Thursday. 

He said he had been up- 
posed because of indications 
from Saanich Mayor Mel 
Couvelier and Victoria 


Mayor Michael Young that 
the province was working on 
a proposal for a new civic 
centre. 

"Our mayor urged us not to 
endorse the request,” he 
said. "1 was faced with a 
situation where two civic 
leaders were alluding to a 
new civic centre. That was 
the predicament I was in." 

Glazier said he would sup¬ 
port the additional funds so 
the theatre could serve as a 
home for the symphony and 
other cultural activities, "be 
cause I have been unable to 
find out anything about an 
impending announcement re¬ 
garding a civic centre ” 


Theatre committee 
members Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie of Victoria and 
Aid. John Goult of Oak Bay 
told the committee they felt 
both mayors were merely 
speculating. 

Goult said what the mayors 
said was nebulous. "If they 
knew anything they should 
have passed the Information 
along to lb* theatre commit 
tee." 

The $190,000 being request 
ed was to supplement $400,000 
Oak Bay. Saanich and the 
city had already budgeted lor 
the renovation, and without 
the extra funds the entire 
project was in jeopardy, he 
said. 


"If the money is not forth 
coming, we are placed in the 
position of acting as trustees 
of a declining mausoleum." 

Goult said the declining old 
lady of Blanshard Street 
could be tarted up to look 
good for a few years, but 
whether the fire marshal 
would allow use of the build 
ing until work he had ordered 
was completed, was of con¬ 
cern to the committee 

"We are concerned this 
handsome Edwardian jewel 
be preserved." he said. 

Goult said the work 
planned was not aimed at 
completely refurbishing the 
theatre but simply bringing 


it up to scratch so it could 
serve the community for an¬ 
other five to 10 years. 

Acting mayor William Tin 
dall said he would oppose any 
move to grant the additional 
funds as he was under the 
impression a maintenance 
rather than a major renova¬ 
tion program was to be un¬ 
dertaken. 

"If the three partners can't 
get along, maybe we should 
be- giving some thought to 
dissolving the partnership. 
Victoria will look kindly on a 
suggestion we go it alone," he 
said. 

He said the amount to be 
spent on the theatre should 
not exceed $460,000 


The mayor cast the de¬ 
ciding vote last w eek when he 
lined up with aldermen John 
Hayes. Glazier and Tindall to 
withhold the additional fin¬ 
ancing. while aldermen 
Robin Blencoe. William 
McElroy and McKenzie were 
opposed to the motion. Alder¬ 
men Robert Wright and 
Larry Ryan, absent from last 
week's council meeting, are 
expected to be present for 
today's vqte. Young is out of 
the city. 

Mayor Couvelier cast the

Witness says 
cheap travel 
not specified 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Jack Davit, former B C. trans¬ 
port minister, never expressed a preference for flying 
economy class while travelling on government business, two 
of his former secretaries testified Wednesday at his trial on 
fraud and theft charges. 

They also said in county court that Davis never In 
formed them he had changed first-class airline tickets to 
economy before boarding flights and obtained refunds for 
the difference, as the crown alleges Davis Is then alleged to 
have charged for first class In expense claims 

HE WAS FIRED AS transport minister and charges of 
theft and fraud were laid against him In April. 

The testimony was given by Mrs Margaret Sheppard 
and Mrs. Jennifer Roach, who ordered tickets and made 
reservations for seven of the eight flights connected with the 
charges. Davis made his own arrangements for the eighth 

One charge alleges that between Feb. 2*. 1876. and April 
5. 1978, in Victoria and elsewhere, he defrauded the provin¬ 
cial government of about $1,074 by misrepresenting the 
actual cost of his travel. 

The second .charge alleges he committed theft of this 
money by obtaining funds pertaining to airline tickets. 

Outlining the crown'i case, prosecutor John Hall said 
that as a cabinet minister. Davis was generally entitled to 
fly first class on commercial airlines. 

HALL SAID THE TICKETS were on Air Canada or CP 
Air In most cases Involved In the charges. Davis exchanged 
first-class tickets for economy shortly before flight time. 

In some other inctances. a portion of the ticket was not 
used for travel and was cashed in. Hall said. In both 
Instances, the refund was sent to Davis's home in West 
Vancouver. 

The refunds were usually cashed and paid into Davis's 
bank account, the prosecutor said 

Defence lawyer Allan McKachern said he was nol 
contesting the fact Davis received flckel refunds 

He said, however, that he would argue they do nol 
constitute fraud because cabinet ministers can travel first 
class as a matter of right or can claim as an allowance the 
difference between first-class and a lower coal of travel. 

The trial continues.

Garden Notes 




Rhubarb Is one of the very few 
plants that doesn't do quite as well here 
on the Pacific Coast as It does In the 
( older parts of Canada. This Is because 
It is a native of Siberia and requires cold 
weather and hard-frozen soil to Induce 
complete dormary. 

If Just can t sleep soundly enough In 
our mild winters, and with insufficient 
rest, our plants have a tendency to grow 
thin and unthrifty, and they signal their 
unhappiness by sending up flowering 
shoots loo freely and loo early In the 
season. Nevertheless, good rhubarb 
with thick, succulent stems ran be 
grown here, given some understanding 
ireatmpnt for It Is a most aceommodai 
ing plant 

Your best bet. If you want good 
rhubarb, is to play a game of musical 
chairs in your rhubarb patch, much as 
you do with strawberries. Plant up your 
patch with half again as many plants as 
you need to supply your table. Then, 
every year In late fall or early spring, 
dig up one lhlrd of your rhubarb plants, 
divide the roots, replant the pieces in 
generously manured ground, and leave 
them uncropped for a full year. 

In the meantime, the remaining two- 
ihirds are supplying the family with 
rhubarb pies and stewed rhubarb — a 
grand spring tonic. Rhubarb freezes 
well. too. for use later In the year 
Even with these plants — the ones 


being cropped — It Is best not to pull 
many stalks after the end of June. The 
clumps need all the leaves they can put 
up during the late summer to plump up 
the roots for next year's cropping. And 
when pulling rhubarb, take just a few 
sticks at a time from each plant — never 
strip any plant of all Its leaves. 

And never use a knife to harvest 
rhubarb; Just grasp the stalk firmly and 
give It a sudden, twisting Jerk. It should 
come out of Its socket cleanly, leaving 
no ugly stub to rot back and perhaps 
carry disease Into the crown. 

Actually. In our family, we quit pull 
ing rhubarb even earlier than the Ca¬ 
nada Day deadline. About the time the 
strawberries become plentiful, we let 
the rhubarb go its own way. partly to 
rest the plants, but mostly because 
we're getting sick and tired of the stuff 
by that time and only too ready to 
switch to strawberries. 

Later in the season, after the straw 
berries are finished, we may take 
enough stalks to make the odd rhubarb 
pie. but we crop only lightly, and only if 
the plants are obviously thriving in 
health, for the Important rejuvenation 
period In the life cycle of the rhubarb 
plant is through the late summer and 
fall. ' 

During this time, the roots are 
pumping up raw materials into the 
leaves, where they are converted 


through the action a I sunlight into com¬ 
plex nutrients — sugars, proteins, car 
bohydrates and adds. A proportion of 
this food Is returned to the roots where li 
is stored as a reserve against the time 
next spring when the roots must feed the 
leaves and stems. 

To provide the raw materials for this 
synthesis. It Is most Important that the 
clumps be really well fed and watered 
through this period, and there Is no 
better food for rhubarb than mellow old 
rotted manure spread thickly around 
each plant and extending well out be 
y ond the spread of the leaves. And In the 
writing of this line. I am reminded of a 
story about two English youngsters 

"My dad puts manure on his rhu 
barb." boasted one small boy to an 
other. “Ugh!" said his friend. "I don't 
think I'd like that. We put cream on 
ours!" 

Never let your rhubarb go short of 
water. The thick manure mulch will 
help conserve soil moisture, but In pro¬ 
longed dry weather such as we have 
experienced these past two summers, 
deep watering will be needed. In areas 
where water for the garden is rationed 
or in short supply, the soapy water from 
the family wash or from the dishpan or 
bathtub will do. The soapy scum that 
forms on the soil surface is harmless, 
but should be scuffled in with the hoe 
occasionally.

As a collector of abusive 
comments on Los Angeles by- 
journalists and other tran¬ 
sients. which is a literary- 
form unto itself. I am pleased 
to have been given a copy of 
Travels In Southern Califor¬ 
nia. by John Xantus. a Hun¬ 
garian naturalist who went 
there In June. 1857 

A refugee from the political 
turmoil of central Europe in 
mid-century. Xantus landed 
in New York in 1851 with $7. ' 
and spent the next 13 years in 
America, barely surviving at 
menial jobs until in despera 
lion he joined the L'.S. Army 
Here fortune favored him; his 
bent for observation and 
writing were recognized by 
an influential officer and he 
was sent west on a series of 
boundary and railroad sur¬ 
veys as a naturalist 

Xantus' earlier adventures 
in America were described in 
letters he wrote home to his 
mother, and are understand 
ably softened by exaggera 
lions of his comfort and pros¬ 
perity But- his reports arc 
otherwise held to be admir¬ 
ably accurate. 

Though they quickly found 
publication in Hungary, it 
was more than 100 years be¬ 
fore his writings were printed 
in English. Letters from 
North America was pub¬ 
lished at last by Wayne Stale 
University Press. Detroit, in 
1075. and Travels in Califor¬ 
nia one year later. 

However inclined he may 
have' been to idealize his sur 
roundings for his mother. Ihe

It's hard to believe that only two 
American-born conductors have ever 
been named music director of a top- 
level American orchestra, as my for¬ 
mer colleague. Donal Henahan, men 
lioned recently in the New York Times. 
Hard to believe, but nevertheless true. 

He dug out this fact while doing a 
story on the S3 million grant made by- 
Lila Wallace to establish a program for 
developing young American conductors 
at Ihe Jullliard School of Music. For the 
first time, aspiring conductors in Ihe 
United States will have a chance to work 
as apprentices with leading sy mphony 
orchestras and opera companies. 

Hitler's great favor to Americans, in 
the 1930s and '40s. turned out to be a 
two-edged sword for native musicians. 
With many of the finest instrumental 
ists. singers, and conductors fleeing to 
America, they suddenly had a glut of 
musical talent For the next 30 years, 
European performers of vast reputation 
and experience dominated the concert 
world. 


itinerant Hungarian was ev i¬ 
dently deprived of his euphe¬ 
mistic powers by his first 
look at Los Angeles. He had 
been in San Francisco, and 
had come here on the steam¬ 
er Senator in June. 1857. on 
his way to nearby Fort 
Tejon. 

The disembarkation at Nan 
Pedro had nol been auspi¬ 
cious. "We had a great deal 
of trouble," he wrote his 
mother, "for the harbor is a 
very poor one. and also a 
contrary wind was blowing so 
lhat the steamer could not gel 
near the coast. A small fish¬ 
ing barge came for us, but we 
had nol gune halfway when it 
ran aground, and having no 
alternative, we all jumped 
into the water and in waist- 
deep water and ankle-deep 
-and dragged Ihe barge for 
half a mile until at last we 
reached deep water and were 
able to land ..." 

Xantus spent the night in a 
Kan Pedro inn while most of 
his company straggled on to 
Los Angeles. When he ar- 
' rived the next day the others 
had scattered, and Xantus 
rode on out to the San Gabriel 
Mission. "Here I found most 
of our expedition drinking 
wine and play ing monte with 
the pious fathers in the refec¬ 
tory of the monastery ." The 
mission wine was so good 
that by dinnertime most of 
the company were "off their 
leei" and had lo spend ihe 
night 

Geographically. Xanlus 
found lavs Angeles appealing 


With a population of 500. it 
lies on a beautiful plain on 
both sides of a river of the 
same name and offers a very- 
pleasing view . . ." He was 
not so enchanted, however, 
by our culture, which many 
of his successors have also 
found wanting, not to say ap¬ 
palling. He describes in 
bloody detail a fight between 
a bull and a bear Though 
heavily gored, the bear 
seized the bull by the nose 
and tongue, threw it to the 
ground, “and in less time 
than it takes to write these 
lines, tore nut its throat and 
entrails 

"Such is Ihe popular enler 
tainment in southern Califor¬ 
nia. - ' Xantus wrote "During 
the fights the audience was in 
a drunken and feverish 
frenzy. First there was dap 
ping and laughter, then 
deathly silence as the people 
watched every motion of the 
fight as if everyone's fate de 
pended on the Atcome. Not 
rven ladies and children 
would miss the show. With 
ev ident delight, they enjoy 
this basest display of barba 
rism as if the finest actors 
and artists were performing 
in the arena. The show is put 
on regularly, twice a week. 
Cockfights arc a daily event. 
The arena is always full ” 

To augment Ihe expedition 
ary column the army hired a 
number of volunteers, which 
gave Xantus a chance to de¬ 
scribe our forebears for us: 

Had I spent years in Califor¬ 
nia in an attempt to assemble 


the most remarkable bumh 
of scoundrels. I could mil 
have done better than with 
the members of this group. 
They are all volunteers and. 
at the time, residents of Los 
Angeles. By the lime the 
horses were saddled, four of 
this crew were in jail for 
"drunkenness, brawling and 
shooting " When they so¬ 
bered up. though, they were 
turned loose, and caught up 
with the company 

Later Xanlus headed an 
expedition to the tip of Baja 
California to record the fauna 
and flora of lhat strange pen 
insula, and there he evidently 
left a legacy that was never 
mentioned in his letters home 
lo mother. It remained for 
John Steinbeck, nearly a ten 
tury later, to give the Hun 
garian credit for lhis accom¬ 
plishment. 

Talking lo a cannery man 
ager at Cabo San Lucas, the . 
American author remarked 
on what a hardy fellow 
Xantus must have been, to 
bear the hardships of his 
travels so lightly in the ser¬ 
vice of natural history 

"Oh. he was even better 
than that." Ihe local said, 
pointing to three little Indian 
children nearby. “Those arc 
Xantu s great-grandchildren 
In the town there is a large 
family of Xantuses. and a lew 
miles back in the hills you'll 
find a whole tribe of them 
So our hero, it turns out. was 
not the least of the scoundrel- 
who Hide out of Los Angelc- 
that day for Fort Tejon 


* And. though he had won many honor- 
in America, it was necessary for a 
young American like Van Cliburn to 
walk off with a Russian prize before he 
was admitted to the charmed circle of 
pianislic stars. Opera singers and ballet 
dancers felt forced to change their 
names to foreign variants In order lo 
gain an audition or an audience 

Conductors were in the worst shape 
of ail. One of the lads I went lo school 
with, a most gifted musician, drifted 
around Europe for years, changed his 
last name to "Strauss" (whether In 
honor of Johann or Richard. I was never 
sure), and the most he could ever do 
was conduct the Ballet Russe orchestra 
In its declining years. His talent de¬ 
served far more 

America's national inferiority com¬ 
plex in most of the arts was largely 
justified in the dim past They were not 
a culturally oriented nation, and did nol 
take the time of patience to train their 
young people as assiduously or as 


seriously as the European systern- 
Their top conductors, and even concert- 
masters, were Invariably foreign-born: 
and hardly a handful of the leading 
opera singers were of native origin, or 
concealed it. 

The flood of refugees a generation 
ago began to change all that. America 
became the beneficiaries of the finest 
traditions in musicianship and Ihe other 
arts; but at the same lime, this very glut 
impeded the careers of their own young 
people, who found Ihe competition loo 
intense. Only the absolutley super, such 
as Leonard Bernstein and Lorin Maazel. 
made it to the very pinnacle of musical 
directorship. 

There is no lark of talent in America, 
indeed, much of it goes a-begging 
Among the greatest waste of Iheir natu 
ral resources is the unemployment or 
underemployment of anyone who can 
make a creative contribution that helps 
lo balance out so many of the destruc 
live elements in American societv.

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Officials hit 

VANCOUVER (CP) — National Harbors Board police 
and Canada Customs officials raided the homes of several 
cusloms officers Wednesday in an investigation Into cor 
ruptlon on the Vancouver waterfront. 

Police are Investigating allegations that customs offi 
rers received large quantities of imported meat for only 
the duty—half a cent a pound. 

Sgt. Hunter Scott of the NHB police, who is heading 
the Investigation, said Wednesday it involved more than 
a ton of meat imported through the port of Vancou¬ 
ver. 


"We searched five homes In Vancouver. North Vancou¬ 
ver and Burnaby." Scott said. He would not say how 
much meat was seized. 

When foreign exporters send meat and other commo¬ 
dities to Canada they often put in more cases than arc 
specified on the manifest. This may be unintentional or 
deliberate—to allow for waterfront theft. 

The extra cases arc termed overages and are heldiiy 
stevedoring companies pending disposal by customs 

However, while the paperwork Is being processed bv 


customs to allow the importer to claim the goods—some¬ 
times a matter of weeks—the stevedoring company is 
building up storage charges. If the storage charges exceed 
the value of the goods, they are often abandoned by the 
importer. 

The investigation began several weeks ago when cus¬ 
loms officers went to N'HB police. 

They told of three 50-pound cartons of New Zealand 
Lamb being acquired by a cusloms superintendent. The 
canons were overages from a shipment of ». *S7 similar 
cartons received In January this year.

Vaccine 
rejected 
as polio 
fears up 

CALGARY (CP) — About 
20 Lethbridge area families 
are refusing polio vaccina¬ 
tions on religious grounds 
and more cases of the disease 
will develop during the next 
month. Dr. Geoff Palmer, 
medical health officer with 
the Barons-Eureka health 
unit, said here. 

"There will in all likelihood 
be one or two more cases 
before all of this runs its 
qourse," he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

He said similar conditions 
prevail among .Dutch-Cana- 
dian farm families around 
the southern Alberta city as 
in the Netherlands. 

There, polio has been diag¬ 
nosed in more than 100 per¬ 
sons during the last four 
months. 

There still are 18 to 21 
Dutch-Canadian families, 
members of a faction of the 
Netherlands Reformed Con¬ 
gregation. refusing to take 
polio vaccine because they 
view it as human interfer¬ 
ence in the will of God. 

“In Holland, it all started in 
May because of this small 
group who refused vaccina 
(Ions on religious grounds." 
Palmer said. 

“We have the same scat¬ 
tering of people here who are 
refusing. On that basis. I ex¬ 
pect we should see some sort 
of parallel." 

To date, only one rase of 
polio Has been confirmed in 
the region. 

An eight-year-old boy is re¬ 
covering and only has slight 
stiffness in joints in his right 
arm since being diagnosed 
two weeks ago 

Three other Dulch-Cana- 
dian families were in isola¬ 
tion last week with flu-like 
symptoms health officials 
speculated might be early in¬ 
dications of polio. 

“But two of those three fa¬ 
milies have shown no addi¬ 
tional signs at all . . . the 
situation now is under con¬ 
trol,” Palmer said.

MONTREAL (LPI) — Air 
Canada's 1.500 pilots began 
voting Thursday on a recom¬ 
mendation by the Canadian 
Air Lines Pilots' Association 
that they reject the carrier's 
latest contract offer and vote 
for a nationwide walkout. 

CALPA president Roger 
Burgess-Webb said results of 
the voting should be known 
Monday. “Should the vote be 
in favor, the announcement 
of strike date and time will be 
made Monday afternoon," he 
said. 

One of the key areas of v 
dispute is the duration of the 
contract. Air Canada has of¬ 
fered a three-year agreement 
w hile pilots sought a one-year 
pact. 

“The pilots wish to see a 
short-term contract agreed to 
as soon as possible, with any 
substantive changes left to a 
future contract with proper 
research and without the 
limitations of the A1B guide¬ 
lines.” Webb said. 

The CALPA official said 
the 10 months of negotiations 
have been based on a one- 
year agreement and the 
pilots' negotiating team can¬ 
not consider Air Canada's 
proposed three-year term. 

Air Canada pilots have 
been without a contract for 
eight months and have been 
in a legal position to strike 
since June 1.

In addition, the health min¬ 
istry had indicated that it 
would look favorably on a 
request from the district to 
establish such a clinic. 

“WE WERE told that the 
province would like to have a 
dime in Victoria." 

As a practising physician in 
the Vietoria area, with its 
many elderly people. Allen 
-ays he was aware of prob 
lems in the delivery of ser 
vices to the hearing im¬ 
paired. although he adds that 
"licensing of hearing-aid 
dealers tightened things up 
quite a bit." 

Users of the clinic contact 
ed by the Colonist had mixed, 
but generally favorable, 
reactions to the clinic, Few 
were willing to have their 
names in print because of 
. possible repercussions with 
the government 

ONE WHO had a hearing 
impaired child has not been 
able to gel good fitting molds 
for five months, which must 
count as a fairly serious 
problem, since the powerful 
hearing aids used by chil 
dren with a severe hearing 
loss require perfectly fitting 
molds to present ear-splitting 
feedback. Tor a child, still 
developing speech, the loss of 
use of a hearing aid fur 
period Of time can result in 
regression in learning to 
speak. 


A NUMBER of areas re 
main unclear, this parent 
said, and the parents of deaf 
children in the Capital Hr 
gion hope to meet with 
Speech and Hearing nivlxton 
director David Zink this fall 
to iron nut some of the prob- 
’ lem areas, such as charges 
for ear molds and repairs to 
aids, and the possibility of 
turning in some of the aids 
which their children have 
outgrown 

As for other patrons of the 
clinic, this pa rent said "some 
are happy, some are un 
happy.” 

ANOTHER client of the 
government clinic, who had 
gone to private dealers In the 
past, said the hearing assess¬ 
ment he was first given was 
the most thorough he had un¬ 
dergone. and lasted well over 
an hour. When his aids were 
fitted, another thorough as¬ 
sessment was undertaken. 

When his aid required addi¬ 
tional work to make it fit 
properly he was able to get an 
appointment two days later. 
But he noted that the clinic 
would not sell him an in-thc 
rar hearing aid which is easy 
to wear and in many way s 
more convenient on the 
grounds that they are still 
experimental, although in- 
the ear aids now account for 
60 per cent of the hearing aids 
sold in the United States. 

SUSAN CORMAN. director 
of the Deaf and Hard of Hear 
ing Institute of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. said she had hear both 
good and bad reports about 
the clinic. 

The waiting period for an 
appointment is not bad. but 
the clinic lends to be short on 
counselling, she said. 

"If they have a newly-ac¬ 
quired hearing loss and need 
followup service, it would be 
hard. But for someone with 
an established hearing loss 
who has experience with 
using an aid. it is all right " 

AMONG ITS benefils. the 
government service provides 
a standard for service to the 
hearing-disabled across the 
province, she said. 

While the Institute main 
tains good relations with pri-

vale hearing-aid dealers, she 
said it informs people who 
come to it of the government 
clinic. 

"I feel it is my response 
bilily to tell them about if— 
their hearing tests are free 
and they sell hearing aids at 
cost." 

THE PRESIDENT of the 
Institute is more critical of 
the government clinic. The 
idea of government involve¬ 
ment in the hearing-aid busi 
ness is a good one. Jack Mar 
shall said in an interview, but 
he would prefer it to be more 
involved in regulation and 
less in actually prov iding the 
services which are already 
provided by private hearing 
aid dealers 

PRIVATE dealers, who are 
selling not onl^ hearing aids. 


but service, to IhAir clients, 
appear to be more concerned 
about their clients' welfare. 
Marshall said. They tend to 
spend more time with their 
clients, supplying more coun¬ 
selling than the government 
clinic. They are also much 
better at referring clients to 
organizations Jike the Insti¬ 
tute which can help them 
make the necessary social 
adjustments HP their hear 
ing loss. 

"I haven't seen a move on 
the part of David Zink to con 
cem himself with the hearing 
impaired as a group." Mar 
shall said 

MARSHALL said the 
Speech and Hearing Division 
was unhappy with the Inst i 
lute when it supported a brief 
by private hearing-aid 


dealers asking that they be 
given a role in providing ser 
vices to the hearing im 
paired; among the repercus 
sions was the withdrawal of 
the division's representative 
to a regional committee on 
services to the hearing im¬ 
paired. Marshall said. 

(Other members on ihe 
committee say that the divi¬ 
sion's representative has 
simply been loo busy to at¬ 
tend committee meetings ) 

"TO ME IT just shows a 
power struggle on Ihe part of 
the health ministry to control 

th< area." 

Among other problems, the 
ministry clinic demands pay 
ment by cash or certified 
cheque 

"There's no such thing as 
billing you." Marshall said. 
Private dealers on the other 
hand are happy to extend 
credit, and some do not re¬ 
quire any payment on an aid. 
other than Ihe cost of ear 
molds, which are custom fit¬ 
ted to Ihe client, for a trial 
period of up to 30 day’s. 

ZINK SAYS the practice 
keeps costs down, but the 
policy may dissuade some- 
people w ith hearing problems 
from attending the clinic, 
Marshall said. 

For some reason. Marshall 
added. Ihe government clinic 
does not provide soft ear 
molds which will adapt belter 
to a child's growing ears 

The best system would be 
to provide hearing aids 
through the medical plan, 
and here Ihe government 
clinic could play an impor¬ 
tant role. Marshall said. Its 
high-quality diagnostic ser¬ 
vices Could work together 
with the technical skills of 
hearing-aid dealers in fitting 
and servicing their equip¬ 
ment. A service very much 
like that was available at 
Glendale until the govern¬ 
ment clinic was set up in 
Victoria, at which time 
everything was "y anked out" 
at Glendale. Marshall said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
There is more to women's 
news than rpcipe* lot carrot 
cake, columns of advice and 
wedding pictures 
At least that is the assump¬ 
tion on which four women 
based Her Say—the first 
women's national new* ser 
vice. 

"Our articles don't make 
topics for your usual dinner 
time conversation in xubur 
bia." said Marlene Edmund*, 
the 31-year-old founderof Her 
Say. which has headquarter* 
in San Francisco 
In its first year, the weekly 
new* service broke a major 
story and miffed a feminist 
group with a report that some 
women reject their sexuality 
by over eating. 

"We've-been accused by 
feminists' of being shallow 
and writing lightweight 
stories about women." said 
Ms. Edmund*. 7'But we've 
learned by oqr mistakes." 

Her Say has. reported on 
increasing numbers of 
women coal miners and pall 


bearers, lesbianism in Spain, 
legislation to protect wit< he- 
from discrimination in Bril 
ain and attempts to impose 
religion on women prisoners 
al a Louisiana jail. 

The story Her Say claims if 
broke is the FBI-C1A connec 
lion of Jacque Srouji. author 
of a book about Karen Silk 
wood. Ms. Silkwood. a nu 
clear power plant worker, 
died in a car crash in 1(74 

Ms Edmunds said Her Say 
scooped the other media in 
reporting that Ms. Srouji al 
legedly once worked for Ihe 
FBI and that her book editor 
was a CIA agent 

Her Say's stories are writ 
ten in broadcast style, be 
cause must of ifs lull clients 
are radio stations . 

Ms. Edmunds and her 
three colleagues. Shelley 
Buck. Anne Milner and Mar 
cia Bauman, are not paid. 
They write in their spare 
time in free office space pro¬ 
vided by Zodiac, another al¬ 
ternative new s service. 


Two women work full-time 
for Zodiac. The two others 
are free-lance writers who 
have held job* in other fields. 
All are college graduates who 
majored in English. Ian- 
guages or liberal arts 

"We print everything ex 
cept for those seven wordv 
outlawed by the FCC (Fed 
eral Communications Com¬ 
mission).” said Anne Milner 
"Some of our stories are con- 
Iroversial. others involve 
women's issues which aren't 
covered by the media — 

birth control, abortion, 
equal rights amendment, 
battered wives." 


Most newspapers are more 
sensitive to women's issues 
than they were before, said 
Ms. Edmunds, "but often 
they don't go far enough. 

"We try to answer the 
question they never ask or 
look for Ihe angle that doesn't 
put down women. " 

"Some of our clients un¬

Shortcut method 
in buying furniture

NEW YORK—"Be careful, 
this decision is forever!" 

Most people buying furni¬ 
ture for their homes experi¬ 
ence that persistent whisper¬ 
ing in their ear. It can both 
mislead and intimidate them. 
They are fearful of making 
mistakes. They sense how lit¬ 
tle they know about style, 
color, and furniture periods. 

It is helpful to know furni¬ 
ture periods and styles, and 
why each looks is it does. 
But, lacking that, there is a 
shortcut method of learning 
what goes with what. 

Forget about furniture 
periods. Instead, take a sharp 
look -at the furniture pieces 
you are considering. Sepa¬ 
rate them into two classes: 
heavy or light (delicate). All

heavy pieces will harmonize 
with all other heavy pieces, 
no matter what the data or 
country of origin, because 
they have heaviness as a 
common quality. Similarly, 
all light pieces will go happily 
with other light pieces be¬ 
cause of their same basic 
delicate feeling 

It is possible to carry this 
idea further by subdividing 
these classlficationa into 
straight-lined or curved. 
Thus, ill heavy straight-lined 
pieces will harmonize, wheth¬ 
er of traditional ancestry or 
today’s most modern de¬ 
signs. By the same token, all 
llght/strnight-lined pieces 
will harmonize; all 
heavy/curved will harmo¬ 
nize; and all light/curved will 
go together. 

When you have achieved a 
true “seeing eye" you ran do 
what the professionals do — 
break the rules and combine 
furniture into harmonies that 
are novel, fresh, and origi 
nil. 

Function, furniture's most 
Important purpose, must be 
considered next. If a piece of 
furniture does not serve its 
intended use well, it can be an 
extravagant waate of room 
space and money. Carefully 
think through your expecta 
tions from any piece before 
you buy it. Many people 
make mistakes such as

Some elementary function- 
tl needs not to be overlooked 
are comfortable, supporting 
chain for both husband and 
wife. Married couples are not 
often the same height, 
weight, or proportion, so ide¬ 
ally each should have his or 
her own chair, and should 
select it carefully by trying 
out various models before¬ 
hand.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had 

my first child by cesarean 
and I was wondering If there 
was any way to find out if I 
have to have all my children 
this way. — A.G. 

The need for a cesarean 
section usually depends on 
(he size of the baby and the 
size of the pelvic outlet. 
Hence, the need is usually de¬ 
termined with each baby un¬ 
less the pelvic opening Is un¬ 
usually narrow at all times. 

You should not let the pros¬ 
pects of a second cesarean 
deter you from having an¬ 
other baby unless factors 
other than those mentioned 
above dictated the need for 
the first one Some 200.000 
cesareans are performed 
each year in the U.S. alone, 
whereas 50 years ago it was 
done onl f v in direst emergen 
cies. One source indicates 
that about half of all cesare¬ 
ans are performed on women 
who have had previous ones. 
As many as 10 cesareans 
have been reported involving 
the same woman. Instances 
of fourth and fifth cesareans 
are not uncommon. 

All other things being equal 
(the health of the mother, the 
development of the fetus, 
etc.) the risks are minimal, 
comparable to a normal va¬ 
ginal delivery.

And mealloaf can include 
just about anything.

Some 
sausage If you have II. Maybe 
some oatmeal or bread¬ 
crumbs (from the can). An 
egg to hold l( together and 
some seasonings (pepper, 
dried minced onion, some 
parsley, maybe basil) 

Mix it with your hands, and 
If it's very firm (depending 
on how much oatmeal or 
breadcrumbs you’ve added),

Ottawa rejects nitrite clampdown 


OTTAWA (CP) — The federal health department .aid 
Thursday It would not change current standards applied to a 
meal preservative which appeared to cause cancer in 
rats. 

A department statement says that after considerable 
investigation, the benefits ot using nitrite to cure bacon and 
some other meats still outweigh the risks. 

Laboratory tests conducted for the L'.S. Pood and Drug 
Administration suggest that nitrite produces cancer in lest

Standards set by Canadian health officials In 1875 allow 
lAO parts per million of nitrite in baton processing and 200 
parts In other meats, although U.S. meal processors were 
recently limited to 120 parts per million. 

"In considering appropriate action on nitrile, it must be 
kept in mind that Its use <« required to prevent growth in 
cured meats of Clostridium botulism, u micro-organism 
which causes botulism, a serious and often deadly disease, 
the department said. 

The health department says it will eliminate the use of 
nitrite if a safe and effective substitute is found. 

In 1975. almost all permitted uses of nitrate, a chemical 
related to nitrite. In meat curing were stopped. The remain 
ing uses were restricted to 200 pjrts per million. 

The L'.S. Pood and Drug Administration and agriculture 
department, under heavy criticism from consumer groups 
has not yet made a decision about nitrile usage

to balance two kinds of health risks—one by taking nitrile 
out of food and the other by leaving it In—creates'a difficult 
challenge "

OTTAWA (CP) — Liberal MPs and senators accused 
(he cabinet Thursday of trying to give Itself the potential 
to wield dictatorial powers In a new constitution 

Addressing a Joint Senate Commons committee study 
ing Prime Minister Trudeau's constitutional proposals. 
Liberal Senator George van Hoggen said the cabinet 
wants to abolish the Senate and set up a form of govern¬ 
ment that could render the House of Commons Impotent 
"under an unscrupulous prime minister” 

The B.C. senator said a potential dictator could grab 
power by opening Parliament for only a few days a year 
under the proposed constitution. 

ONTARIO LIBERAL MP David Collenette complained 
that the proposed constitution would permit governments 
defeated by a non-confidence vote in the Commons to 
continue operating. 

Marc Lalonde, federal-provincial relations minister, said 
the government could now continue after a defeat in the 
Commons and cited examples in both Canada and Great 
Brltlan when government's legally refused lo step down. 

The government can also open Parliament only for a 
few days each year under the British North America Act, 
the existing constitution 

Liberal Senator Daniel Lang said one of the underly¬ 
ing philosophical themes of the the constitutional pmpos 
als was an Increase in cabinet's powers at Ihe expense of 

Parliament. 

“IT WOULD, in effect, give the prime minister the au¬ 
thority to keep on re-instating himself ad Infinitum." the 
Ontario senator said. 

Senator Lang also said the proposed House of (he Fed¬ 
eration would be weaker than its predecessor, the Senate, 
leaving "Parliament with "ho effective checks and bal 
antes on the powers of the cabinet." 

Lalonde termed Senator Lang's arguments erroneous. 

“1 am convinced the House of the Federation would be a 
more effective institution to restrain the executive than 
ihe present Senate has ever been." Lalonde said at the 
close of his third day of testimony before the committee, 
which resumes Tuesday. 

Lalonde said the House of the Federation—an upper 
c hamber half filled by prov incial government appointees— 
would be so powerful it could “create a serious handicap for 
Ihe government" by slowing down the passage of bills 

HOWEVER. THE upper chamber would lose Ihe absolute 


veto power the Senate now possesses but rarely uses 
One of Ihe most explosive Issues in Trudeau's ennslitu 
tional package revolves around Ihe monarchy 
Former prime minister John Dlefenbaker summoned 
reporters Thursday to say these proposals are designed 
for Trudeau's political gain. 

MPs and senators at the committee have also critic- 
ized the monarchy proposals, which they feel will lessen Ihe 
queen's role in Ihe affairs of stale, opening the door for 
Canada to become a republic 
Lalonde denies there Is to lie any changes from current 
practices.

Bar panel’s push against queen: 

‘For debating only’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The Canadian Bar 
Association committee's reenmendation to 
replace the queen as head of state is a 
debating statement and not a policy state¬ 
ment. Bryan Williams, B.C. Bar Association 
president, said Wednesday. 

"It's a focal point for debate only, to 
gather expressions of opinion, but will not 
be passed as a policy statement." Williams 
said. 

The report will go before theCBA national 
convention beginning Aug. 37 in Halifax, 
and Williams believed it would not be 
put before Ihe meeting as a formal reso¬ 
lution. 

Williams said he tended to favor retention 


of the monarchy, but if there was some 
opinion that says a change is needed, he 
would be willing "to get the issue nut in the 
open and discuss it in the general public 
interest." 

Since members of Ihe B.C. Bar Associa¬ 
tion had not even received copies of the 
report. Williams said, "it cannot be con¬ 
strued as being the position of lawyers in 
B C. or for that matter In Canada " 

The CBA committee, established at last 
year's national convention, on Monday 
called for a new constitution and the ap 
pointment of a Canadian citizen to replace 
the queen as head of state

Learning when to refuse 
an obvloua finesse can be a 
trying experience. One of 
the secrets is to count the 
wlnnera and to avoid leav¬ 
ing the bam door open to 
allow a loser in. Look over 
today’s interesting game 
to see what I mean. 

Declarer won the first 
trick with the spade ace 
and saw the tempting 
trump finesse. Why not? 
He had what seemed like 
plenty of entries to dum¬ 
my. 

So s diamond was led to 
dummy’s king and 
dummy's heart pick was 
passed to West's king 
West won ths next trick 
with ths spade jack and 
with nothing better in 
sight. West shifted to a 
diamond, knocking out 
dummy’s ace. This estab¬ 
lished a diamond winner 
for the defense before the 
clubs were established and 
declarer was one down, 
losing one trick in each 
suit. 

To make the hand, de¬ 
clarer must not open the 
door in diamonds. After 
winning the first trick, he 
can count these winners , 
one spade, four hearts, 
four dubs and two dia¬ 
monds - one more than he 
actually needs. The only 
problem is to avoid four 
losers before declarer can 
collect his 10 winners. 

At trick two. declarer 
must refuse the trump 
finesse and play the ace 
and another trump West 
wins, cashes a spade and 
shifts to .a diamond. 
Dummy wins, trumps are 
drawn and West's club ace 
is knocked out In comfort

GENEVA (Reuter) The 
urge to make sacrifices for 
money, a career, possessions 
and a higher rung on the so¬

Even 'in job-conscious 
Japan, home life was regard 
ed as more important than 
work, the 135-country Inter¬ 
national Labor Organization 
said in a study of labor In the 
developed countries. 

Today's younger genera 
lion wanted a good life out¬ 
side their work, the ILO re¬ 
ported. 

Between 1955 and 1969. the 
percentage of Japanese who 
chose work as the most im¬ 
portant part of their lives fell 
from/65 to (5 per cent, the 
study said. The choice of 
home went up from 35 to 51 
per eent. 

But new demands for a 
worthwhile job and the good 
life were outrunning society's 
current capacity to supply 
them, the ILO warned, ad 
ding: “Efforts to improve the 
quality of work must be ex¬ 
tended and intensified and 
the range of alternatives . ..

The Atomic Energy Control Board of Can 
ada may lower public safety standards 
for Candu nuclear reactors in Canada, a 
board spokesman said Thursday. 

The AECB is considering raising permissi 
ble radiation exposure for reactor acci¬ 
dents from 25 rads to 100 rads. AECB chief of 
public information Hugh Spence said in tele¬ 
phone interviews from Ottawa. 

A rad Is a measure of radiation—radiation 
is considered lethal for adults at 200 rads, and 
for infants at 100 rads, Spence said. 

B.C. Hydro chairman Robert Bonner said 
Thursday in an interview that lowered public 
safety standards for Candu reactors would 
have "no bearing at all " on the crown 
corporation's proposal to go nuclear by the 
1990s. 

“It wouldn't be a fundamental consider¬ 
ation.'' Bonner said. 

CANADIAN-MADE Candu reactors 
operated by Ontario Hydro were the best in 
the world in output and efficiency. Bonner 

said. \ 

The recommendation to lower safety stan 
dards—by raising the permissible radiation 
release—was contained in a recent report to 
the AECB by the Interorganizalional Work¬ 
ing Group, composed of provincial crown 
corporations in the nuclear power field and 
federal atomic energy representatives. 

AECB spokesman Spence said 33 rads was 
the current federal standard for reactor 
accidents, but under normal reactor operal 
ing conditions, the accumulated dosage tn 
members of the public must not exceed the 
equivalent of one-half a rad per year. 

An "instantaneous radiation dose" from a 
reactor accident could occur if a large cloud 
of radioactive gases were emitted into the 
air. he said. 

A reactor accident was not impossible. 
Spence said, but was "very improbable 


Standards involving radiation exposure 
were therefore “on a design, hypothetical 
basis.” 

THE PROBLEM of exposure standards 
was basically a designer's problem of costs 
and benefits, he said. 

"In other words, to take an example, they 
might ask. why build the concrete con¬ 
tainment (of the reactor building wall) twice 
as thick? 

“Is it worth it if we double the thickness of 
the walls at x number of dollars? 

"Do you spend a zillion dollars to reduce 
the rads by 10 per cent or do you permit 
that particular level by not spending the 
money?” 

The Interorganizalional Working Group, 
which recommended the lowering of stan¬ 
dards. was formed by the AECB and was 
represented by the AECB, Atomic Energy 
Canada Ltd.. Hydro Quebec, New Brunswick 
Power and Ontario Hydro 

The working group looked at licensing 
procedures for reactors. 

A SPOKESMAN for the Canadian Coalition 
for Nuclear Responsibility said Thursday 
in Victoria that lowering of Candu safety 
standards was "reluctantly ' proposed by 
the nuclear working group because thepre- 
sent 25-rad standard could not be met by 
Candu reactors now operating in Canada. 

“If. for example, a large pipe break in the 
cooling system of a reactor were cou¬ 
pled with a small opening in the reactor 
building wall, there would be a large re¬ 
lease of radioactive gases into the atmo¬ 
sphere—so large that members of the public 
could receive significantly more than 25 rads 
allowed under the present licences," the 
CCNR spokesman said. 

"For purposes of comparison," he said, 
"pregnant women in Hiroshima who re¬ 
ceived radiation doses from 15 to 25 rads gave 
birth to deformed children "

issued new charter flight rules Thursday ending ihe re

The board created a new charter plan called Ihe "Public 
Charter"—free of most of the complex restrictions charter

Tots die 
in bus 
smash 


ST JEROME. Quebec 
(CPI)—A bus carrying young 
children home from a camp 
Ing trip overturned on a 
rainswept highway Thurs¬ 
day. killing three children 
and seriously injuring al 
least 13 others, police said. 

The dead children and most 
of the injured were crushed 
under the roof of the bus. 
which collapsed when the ve¬ 
hicle overturned on a slip, 
pery curve on the Laurentin- 
an Autoroute near St. 
Jerome, about 50 kilometres 
from Montreal. 

It took police and firemen 
more than an hour to pry off 
the roof and rescue the cry 
ing children trapped inside 

The children, aged * to II. 
were returning to their 
homes in Montreal after a 
three-dav camping trip at Ml 
Tremblant Park, officials 
said. 

The 13 injured were in local 
hospitals, where their condi 
lions ranged from serious to 
critical. 

Still others were treated for 
lesser injuries. 

In Fredericton. N.B . 28 
children who were either 
handicapped or mentally re¬ 
tarded were taken to hopsital 
Thursday following a colli¬ 
sion between a bus and a 
truck. 

None of the injuries was 
serious. 

The bus was bringing the 
children from a hospital 
schuol at Saint John. N.B.. to 
Fredericton for a day's visit.

A former physician fares 
two charges in connection 
with a birth at a home in 
Saanich. 

Margaret Lillian Marsh. 
51. of 2131 French Road in 
Sooke, appeared Thursday irt 
Victoria provincial court be¬ 
fore Judge William Ostler 
and was charged that on July- 
12. in Saanich, she allegedly : 

• Was criminally negli 
gent, "omitting to provide 
adequate medical attention 
at birth and by attending to 
the birth herself, cause the 
death of Nigel Ambery." 

• "Did cause the death, in 
the act of birth of a child, to 
wit. Nigel Ambery. which 
had not become a human 
being in such a manner that if 


the said child were a human 
being she (Marsh) would be 
guilty of murder, contrary to 
the Criminal Code." 

The charges arose from the 
birth of the second child of a 
Saanich couple. Mark and 
Elizabeth Ambery, 4177 Shel- 
bourne. 

Ostler remanded Mrs. 
Marsh until Aug. 29 for elec¬ 
tion of her trial method and 
released her on "her ow n re¬ 
cognizance on two conditions: 
that she not give medical ad¬ 
vice to any person and that 
she not attend on any birth. 

Mrs. Marsh was not repre¬ 
sented by legal counsel at the 
first appearance, but indicat¬ 
ed her lawyer was Peter 
Leask of Vancouver.

U.S. set 
to prop 
dollar 


WASHINGTON <C PI)— 
Treasury Secretary W. Mi¬ 
chael Blumenthal said 
Thursday that he and Fed 
eral Reserve Board Chair¬ 
man G. William Miller, act 
ing on instructions from 
President Carter, expected to 
announce a series of actions 
over the next few weeks to 
strengthen the faltering U.S 
dollar.

In Tokyo, where the dollar 
shot up within an hour of the 
foreign exchange opening, 
the Bank of Japan welcomed 
Carter's action and said it 
was overdue 

The U.S. -statement came 
as the president conceded al

Region-board revolt may snowball

The concept of regional 
government received a jolt 
on Vancouver Island this 
week. 

It came Wednesday as 
directors of the Mount Had¬ 
dington region district voted 
5-3 at Port McNeill to disband 
their regional government. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis has admitted 
that the Mount Haddington 
action may lead to other re¬ 


gional boards pursuing a 
similar course. 

Curtis will now be asked >o 
meet the Mount Haddington 
directors to discuss the 
merits of the proposal and 
how to implement it. 

But there could be an even 
more serious consequence of 
the up-Island vote. 

Even before it. many dis¬ 
satisfied taxpayers, particu¬ 
larly on the Island, were be¬ 
ginning to swell the ranks 
of a new organization called 
LATRAC (Land Owners and 


Taxpayers Rights Associa 
lion Committee). 

LATRAC was formed pri¬ 
marily to have the regional 
district concept of govern¬ 
ment ellminajed. 

The organization already 
has 10 chapters on Vancou¬ 
ver Island—Sidney. Brent¬ 
wood Bay. Victoria. Sooke. 
Shawnigan Lake. Cobblr Hill, 
Duncan. Nanaimo, Coombs 
and Errington. 

LATRAC's vice-president 
Joseph Pullen, regional 
director for Errington. was 


elected to the Nanaimo re¬ 
gion district last fall on a 
platform opposing regional’’ 
districts. 

Only last weekend, Pullen 
said in a Colonist interview 
that LATRAC would be 
watching closely what hap¬ 
pened to the Mount Wadding- 
ton motion to disband. 

The reasons given for the 
Mount Waddington motion 
were dear to the hearts of 
LATRAC members: Too 
much spent on tbo little. 

“The concept of regional 


government is no longer 
working for the benefit of the 
taxpayer," according to 
Mount Waddington director 
who introduced Ihe motion. 
Fred Manlic. 

Mantic added that "there 
are too many governments 
and we don't accomplish 
enough for the money we 
spend." 

And although Mantic. who 
represents (he unorganized 
area around Holberg. was 
not at Wednesday's meeting. 


there was no doubt abuul Ihe 
outcome. 

His motion was introduced 
by Port Hardy Mayor Brian 
Klaver and seconded by John 
Eilertsen of Coal Harbor 

They suggested in the mo 
lion that the Mount Wadding- 
tun district, which represents 
12.000 residents on northern 
Vancouver Island and off 
shore islands, be replaced 
with an alternative authority 
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This comes amid generally 
unfavorable reaction from 
opposition and union critics 

10 the $1.5 billion of current 
and planned reductions an¬ 
nounced Wednesday night. 
There is also some confusion

Robert Andras. treasury 
board president, announced 
Wednesday night that cabinet

The health, welfare and 
educational programs fin 
anted jointly with Ihe prov 
inces were an obvious target, 
officials said. Treasury of 
ficials admit that changing 
federal funding for some of 
these programs will be con 
tentious. affecting every citi¬ 
zen. but (hey are costly for 
the federal government. 

Social security schemes 
were being examined and 
might be "restructured." 
Andras acknowledged. Offi¬ 
cials nuted that Ihe promise 
not to touch old-age pensions,

The charge was levelled 
by Ray Walnwrlghl, presi¬ 
dent of the Victoria local of 
the Canadians Brewery 
Workers Union, as the union 
—frustrated by failure to 
bring about new contract 
talks: 

• Briefly picketed the La 
bait's International Classic 
golf tournament at Vancou¬ 
ver's Shaughnessy Golf 
Course. 

• Attacked the provincial 
government for allegedly dis¬ 
regarding one of Its own laws 
In allowing flip-top beer cans 
from the U.S. Into B.C. 

The union Is clearly wor¬ 
ried about the Increasing 
sales of U.S. beer 

"The provincial govern¬ 
ment In allowing this to come 
in Is not just satisfying the 
public thirst, but Is satisfying 
the hotel owners and the 
breweries themselves,” 
Walnwrlghl said. 


He said the hotels had 
enough beer to keep them 
from putting pressure on the 
Canadian breweries to end 
the dispute. 

He and other union 6ffl- 
dais In Vancouver charge 
that settlement la being 
avoided on the instructions of 
top brewery figures In Mon¬ 
treal, Toronto, and London. 
Ont. 

The dispute is well into Its 
third month with no sign of 
settlement II began with a 
strike at Carling O'Keefe In 
Vancouver May 26. followed 
by a lockout at La bait's In 
Victoria and New Westmin¬ 
ster. Molson's in Vancouver, 
and Columbia Brewery at 
Creston June 8. 

It has idled 1.100 brewery- 
employees and an estimated

Walnwrlghl says the ho 
tels benefit "by using only 
one floor waiter" although 
business In American beer is 
brisk.

Wednesday to find that 
enough beer had come into 
the city to allow the sale 
of four dozen pints per cus 
tomer at the government 
operated liquor stores.

DUNCAN - North Cowl 
chan council's finance com 
mittee is protesting to the 
Cowichan Valley Regional 
District the proposal to 
change the taxation formula 
for participants in the region 
al district from" the general 
mill rate to the school tax 
mill rate. 

Finance committee mem¬ 
ber Aid. Margaret Robertson 
said statistics proved that 
under the proposed taxation 
system, North Cowichan 
would pay more of the cost 
while all other areas pay less. 
The town of Ladysmith faces 
small increases in some of 
the functions. 

Aid. Robertson pointed to 
the regional district's admin¬ 
istration costs as an exam 
pie. 

Under the current "system. 
North Cowichan pays about 
($4,000 or 32 per cent of the 
region's administration bill. 

If the taxation was shifted 
to the school mill rate. North 
Cowichan would pay more 
than (8$,000 or 42 per cent of 
the bill while all other areas 
except Ladysmith would pay 
lower percentages. 

Aid. Robertson said a simi¬ 
lar situation occurs with all 
regional functions — North 
Cowichan pays more, all 
other areas pay less. 

The alderman added: “Our 
people and businesses are al¬ 
ready paying 30 mills and a 
business tax. and we had to 
fight hard to keep the mill 
rate at 30. The electoral areas 
are paying 10 mills. 

•We’re trying to encourage 
industry in North Cowichan 
with our industrial parks, but 
this system is really going to 
hit the businessmen twice. If 
it goes through, we might as 
well forget about attracting 
business.” 

She said business in North 
Cow ichan has to remain com¬ 
petitive with industry in un¬ 
organized areas. 

Aid. Robertson was critical 
of what she saw as a lack of 
financial restraint on the re¬ 
gional board. 

"Even with assessments 
going up, there's been no ef¬ 
fort to keep spending in line 
Until all areas are respon¬ 
sible for collecting their own 
taxes, they won't know or ap 
predate the problems a local 
council faces." she said. 

Finance chairman Aid. 
Dennis Hogan said: "We're 
the only ones holding the mill 
rate down; everyone else is 
jamming it upon us." 

Aid. Rex Hollett said North 
Cowichan would face a total 
Increase of (32.000 a year. 

North Cowichan is con¬ 
cerned that when the matter 
comes before the regional 
board, its representatives 
will be outvoted. 

North Cowichan has eight 
votes on the board, for less 
than what is required for a 
majority • 


elation Immediately implement a new collective 
agreement based on a recent binding arbitration 
award. 

HLRA, bargaining arm for the industry, has 
applied to the B.C. Supreme Court to set aside the 
award and meantime hadn't implemented It. 

The Colonist reported Last week that the union 
foresaw widespread job action as a result of.

Methanol gas research plant 
still possible for Alberni

PORT ALBERNI - City 
council has received a reply 
from federal Environment 
Minister Len Mart-hand lo its 
request Tor consideration as 
the possible site of a metha¬ 
nol gas research plant. 

Marchand held out two pos¬ 
sibilities to the city. 

First would be a “clear ex¬ 
pression of commercial inter¬ 
est by a private firm" in the 
development of a methanol 
production plant, on which he 
said any federal support for 
such a plant would be contin¬ 
gent • 

Second would be the devel¬ 
opment of a vehicle test pro¬ 
gram for methanol under Ca¬ 
nadian climatic conditions, a 
program which Marchand 


said Transport Canada is 
seriously considering. 

Marchand also pointed out 
that the federal government 
would be spending some $700. 
000 as a portion of the cost of 
installing prototype equip¬ 
ment in the Port Alberni pulp 
mill operation of MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd., which would en¬ 
able the mill to save on fuel 
oil consumption by burning 
previously-unused wood 
wastes. 

Council voted to receive 
Marchand's correspondence 
with the added word from 
Aid. George McKnlght that 
the matter "should not be lost 
sight of, but should be vigor¬ 
ously pursued." 

In other business, council 
voted a $100 donation to the 
Committee lo Save the E&N 
Railway, upon solicitation by 
Lyle Kahl, MLA for Esqui¬ 
mau and chairman of that 
committee. 


In moving to make the don¬ 
ation. Aid. McKnlght said he 
hoped all other local organi- 
zaUons would be encouraged 
to make similar donations to 
the same cause. 

The city has recently writ¬ 
ten to Premier Bennett and to 
the CPR with the suggestion 
that at least during the tour¬ 
ist season, an excursion train 
should be run on the E&N 
track from Parksville to Port 
Alberni. McKnlght was the 
prime mover in having the 
letter written. 

Aid. Mo Inwards added 
that he felt that in making the 
donation, the city should 
make it plain to the commit¬ 
tee that it was most interest¬ 
ed in having the Port Alberni 
run on the line incorporated 
in the committee's efforts to 
keep the railway running. His 
suggestion was added to the 
motion. 


Council also voted to sup¬ 
port the township of Spallum- 
cheen in the Interior in its 
fight to have the province 
supply a greater share of the 
cost of education. 

The township told the city 
that it has taken the drastic 
measure of withholding a 
portion of school requisitions 
in its fight with the prov¬ 
ince. 

Both Aid. McKnight and 
Aid. Alice Chiko said that 
w hila they supported the idea 
of a greater proportion of 
school costs being borne by 
the province, they felt that 
the township's action was ex¬ 
treme. 

Both felt that the matter 
would be better dealt with by 
the Unioh of B.C. Municipali 
ties at its annual fall conven¬ 
tion. 

“There's no doubt that the 
township is quite correct in 


its argument that the cost of 
education is becoming an un¬ 
bearable burden on the prop 
erty taxpayer," McKnight 
said, "but I am sure it is a 
matter which should rightful¬ 
ly be taken up by the UBCM. 
so that we can speak with a 
unified voice to the province.

DUNCAN - Duncan's 
volunteer fire department 
has not yet given up its 
fight to be allowed the use 
of the Jaws of Life rescue 
tool, recently acquired by 
the district. 

Duncan city council has 
voted to “express to North 
Cowichan in the strongest 
possible terras the city's 
opposition to the exclusive 
use of the Jaws otLife by 
the Southend Fire Depart¬ 
ment." 

Council also requested a 
meeting with North Cowi¬ 
chan to discuss joint use of 
the Jaws and training of fire 
personnel for the "best Inter¬ 
est of the community.” 

At a previous meeting held 
May 2 of fire, ambulance and 
political representatives, it 
was decided that the .Jaws 
tool should alternate monthly 
between Duncan and North 
Cowichan fire departments. 

At a later meeting. North 
Cowichai reversed its posi¬ 
tion and moved that the Jaws 
be housed exclusively at the 
Southend flrehali. 

City council also agreed at 
that time that the jaws be 
kept at North Cowichan. 

However, when council 
came under heavy criticism 
from city firemen for ignor¬ 
ing the recommendations of 
their officers, it reversed its 
previous decision and now 
wants the Jaws shared jointly 
between the two fire depart¬ 
ments. 


Estuary fighters pressuring B.C. 


Environmental groups through B.C. will be pressur 
ing the province on an important estuary topic from now 
on. 

The subject of this pressure will be the provincial 
government's Environmental and Land Use Committee, 
also known as ELUC. 

The committee will be urged to disclose the recom¬ 
mendations of the Cowichan Estuary Task Force report 
almost as soon as ELUC receives it. 

Speaking for the Cowichan Estuary Preservation So¬ 
ciety. Carol Skinner of Duncan said Thursday that the 
group is sending an open letter to all B.C. environmental 
bodies, urging them to pressure ELUC to release the 
task force report. 

She said the report was expected to be received by 
ELUC soon, "and we will be urging them to make known 
the report's recommendations as soon as possible" 

“We need to have the report early, in order that we 
can Study It and have some input, prior to ELUC making 
any decisions concerning the estuary.” 

Meanwhile, task force chairman Bryan Gates of 
Victoria said on Wednesday he has not received the task 
force report. 


He was attending a public workshop on environmen¬ 
tal problems at St. Peter's Hall in Duncan. 

He told the Colonist Thursday the task force was 
“working very hard” to complete its report on the future 
uses of the Cowichan-Koksilah estuary but added be 
could not hazard a guess as to when that report would be 
completed. 

He said he could not give any definite dale when the 
"major findings" of the report or the executive sum¬ 
mary would be turned over to ELUC and its chairman 
Environment Minister James Nielsen. 

The task force’s full report will follow the executive 
summary. 

The Wednesday workshop on environmental law to 
solve pollution problems was well attended and environ¬ 
mentalists listened to law studenLs from University of 
British Columbia, who were explaining previous law 
cases relating to pollution. 

Law student Alix Campbell said “there was a lack of 
freedom of information available concerning previ¬ 
ous government environmental and pollution studies." 

She also felt there was "little teeth" in current 
environmental law and this was compounded by the 
public not insisting on enforcement of existing environ- 
mental law. 


She suggested residents go to court on environmental 
matters and strongly urged the public to participate in 
taking the law-breakers to court. 

“If it were not for groups such as the Cowichan Es- 
luary Preservation Society, prov incial and local govern¬ 
ments would steamroll ahead with their plans for devel¬ 
opment in estuaries and elsewhere, with little or no con¬ 
sultation with local residents or the public generally," 
she pointed out 

. She also suggested the public "go after" a water 
management policy for B.C., including all coastal, inland 
and estuary waters. 

This would Include the Okanagan Lake and Its cur¬ 
rent problem with the 2,4-D spraying program. 

Law students Gary Little and Barry Williamson of 
the West Coast Eov Ironmental Law Association of Van¬ 
couver, also discussed environmental law problems with 
local residents, as well as presenting a brief slide-tape 
show.

Ney said that he hoped 
the appointments would 
help move some of the 
work that was bogged 
down in Allen's commit¬ 
tee. 

Allen said that his con¬ 
sultations with various of¬ 
ficials in municipal affairs 
and in other cities had led 
him to believe the present 
counci t-in-com mittee 
meetings were illegal. 

He said that council in 
committee-of-the-whole 
can only meet as a part of 
a regular council meeting, 
and not after the meeting 
has been adjourned. 

He suggested the coun¬ 
cil meet every week, 
starting in the afternoon, 
to deal with committee re¬ 
ports and possibly meet In 
committee-of-the-whole.

Houston. Ihe NHL's sole ar¬ 
bitrator in matters of com¬ 
pensation. also stepped Into 
Ihe picture last month when 
the Kings appeared before 
him. In (hat case, they lost 
free agent defenceman Gary 


Sargent to Minnesota North 
Stars but received forwards 
Steve Jensen and Dave Gar¬ 
ner and defenceman Rick 
Hampton as compensation 

The Red Wings, who fin¬ 
ished second In the Norris 
Division of the Prince of 
Wales Conference last sea¬ 
son. recently signed Vachon. 
a 32-year old free agent who 
has played the last six years 
for the Kings. 

The veteran, who started 
his pro career with Montreal 
Canadiens, played in 70 
games for the Kings last sea¬ 
son. allowing 196 goals In 4.- 
107 minutes for a 2 88 goals- 
against average. 

McCouFt. the Wings' first 


choice in the 1977 amateur 
draft, led Detroit In scoring in 
1977-78 with 33 goals and 39 
assists for 72 points in 76 
games. 

Prior to the arbitration 
hearing, a Toronto news¬ 
paper quoted a Kings’s 
source as saying: 

“The L.A. Kings want 
McCourt, nothing more. 
Kings are losing an outstand¬ 
ing goaltender In Vachon. 
perhaps the best goaltender 
in the league, and Kings feel 
McCourt is just compensa¬ 
tion. and a deal such as this a 
very equitable settlement." 

The deal was decided in 
compensation because Jack 
Kent Cooke, owner of the

Club.

Too much spent on too little' 

Region-board revolt may snowball

The concept of regional 
government received a jolt 
on Vancouver Island this 
week. 

It came Wednesday as 
directors of (he Mount Wad 
dington region district voted 
.V3 at Port McNeill to disband 
their regional government 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis has admitted 
that the Mount Waddington 
action may lead to other re¬ 


gional boards pursuing a 
similar course 
Curtis will. * be asked to 
meet the Mount Waddington 
directors to discuss the 
merits of the proposal and 
how to implement it. 

But there could be an even 
more serious consequence of 
the up-Island vote. 

Even before it; many dis¬ 
satisfied taxpayers, particu 
larly on the Island, were be 
ginning to swell the ranks 
of a new organization called 
LATRAC (Land Owners and 


Taxpayers Rights Associa¬ 
tion Committee). 

LATRAC was formed pri¬ 
marily to have the regional 
district concept of govern 
ment eliminated. 

The organization already 
has 10 chapters on Vancou¬ 
ver Island—Sidney, Brent¬ 
wood Bay. Victoria. Sooke. 
Shawnigan Lake, Cobble Hill. 
Duncan. Nanaimo. Coombs 
and Frrington. 

LATRAC’s vice-president 
Joseph Pullen, regional 
director for Frrington. was 


elected to R*e Nanaimo re¬ 
gion district last fall on a 
platform opposing regional 
districts. 

Only last weekend. Pullen 
said in a Colonist interview 
that LATRAC would be 
watching closely what hap¬ 
pened to the Mount Wadding 
ton motion to disband. 

The reasons given for the 
Mount Waddington motion 
were dear to the hearts of 
LATRAC members: Too 
much spent on loo little. 

"The concept of regional 


government is no longer 
working for the benefit of ihe 
taxpayer,’’ according to 
Mount Waddington director 
who introduced the motion. 
Fred Mantle 

Manlic added that "there

Budget cuts bringing 
energy centre to halt

Victoria's Centre (or 
Energy Conservation Is 
running out of steam. 

After six months of 
concentrated effort 
aimed at making Vie 
lorians more conscious, 
about saving energy, ihe 
centre is scheduled to for 
mally close Aug. 25, when 
Ihe federal finances end 

The eight people who 
have been employed 
under federal contract 
face joining the unem 
ployment insurance lines 
unless there is a change 
of heart among the 
movers and shakers in 
Ottawa. 

Phil Esmnnde, a Vic¬ 
toria freelance journalist 
and activator who co-or 
dinated the centre's ef¬ 
forts. told a press confer¬ 
ence Thursday afternoon 
he was at a loss to under 
stand the behind-the- 
scenes politicking which 
will terminate this part of 
Ottawa's energy conser¬ 
vation effort. 

“Everyone from Prime 
Minister Trudeau on 
down gives a high prior 
Ity to energy conserva¬ 
tion. but it appears bud 
get cuts are going to 
override this," hie said. 

“We feel the service Is 
v ital and worthwhile and 
needs continued funding 
from the federal govern 
ment.” 

He noted Canadians are 
the highest per-capita 
users of energy In Ihe 
world, waste more than 
40 per cent of what they 
use. and the country is 
Increasingly relying on 
foreign imports of oil 
which eats up badly- 
needed foreign ex¬ 
change. 

Esmnnde frankly ad 
milted that his calling of 
the press conference was 
a plea for help for Vic¬ 


torians to press Ottawa 
into keeping the centre 
alive, although it was os¬ 
tensibly to report on the 
centre’s achievements. 

“The only way to keep 
it alive would be for the 
people of Victoria to sup¬ 
port it by phoning their 
federal representatives.” 
he said. 

The Victoria centre is 
one of 165 across the 
country set up to run 
through Ihe summer 
under a $10 million grant 
obtained by the energy 
ministry under the Fed¬ 
eral Labor Intensive Pro¬ 
gram (F.L.I.P.). There 
are 17 other centres in 
B.C. 

“It was a make-work 
program.” Esmonde 
said, “but it's something 
we believe in very 
strongly.” 

Unfortunately. F L I P 
became something of a 
political football in On¬ 
tario and Quebec, with 
one national director re¬ 
signing over what he felt 
to be unwarranted inter¬ 
ference by the Ottawa bu 
reaucrats. 

“Some of the people in 
the Ontario centres are 
definitely anti-nuclear 
power and that touched a 
sore point in Ottawa." he 
said. “And in Quebec, the 
bureaucrats wanted to 
check the political affilia 
tion and background of 
all the workers" 

All may «ot have been 
well down east, but the 
Victoria centre racked up 
an impressive list of 
achievements for a 
“make-work" project. 

With a S49.U00 budget. 
90 per rent of which went 
for salaries, the centre 
during its six months of 
operation: 

• Answered questions 
and supplied information 
to an estimated 3.500 peo¬ 
ple at its office in the 
federal building on Gov¬ 
ernment Street;

• Staged the highly- 
successful Celebration of 
the Sun in May. attended 
by some 4.000 people. The 
celebration demonstrat¬ 
ed various ways of using 
solar energy: 

• Distributed about 2,- 
>00 copies each of five 
booklets prepared by the 
office of energy conser¬ 
vation; 

• Developed and print 
ed Solar in Victoria and 
Solar Greenhouse Man¬ 
ual. and distributed the 
booklets widely: 

• Established an invit¬ 
ing display area at the 
centre, including a model 
house showing energy 
losses, a solar hot water 
collector, a slide show on 
energy conservation, a 
wind power demonstrator 
and a reading area; 

• Operated portable 
displays on recycling, 
solar energy and energy- 
conservation in general 
at shopping centres and 
public events: 

• Conducted work 
shops on recycling ma 


terials. Insulating houses, 
how to build solar hot 
water collectors, solar 
technology, and solar 
greenhouses; 

• Gave 14 presenta¬ 
tions to schools on energy 
conservation, solar en¬ 
ergy and recycling. 

Other activ ities includ 
ed presentations of en¬ 
ergy-saving briefs to 
councils, a seminar with 
municipal officials on en¬ 
ergy conservation, a pro¬ 
gram operated in Vic¬ 
toria parks this summer, 
library displays, con 
struction of a solar green¬ 
house. a testing station 
for solar energy hard¬ 
ware, and development of 
a proposal to heat Ihe 
McKinnon swimming 
pool at University of Vic¬ 
toria by solar energy. 

This last proposal was 
supported by the National 
Research Council but the 
estimated $220,000 cost 
proved loo steep for UVic 
authorities and the idea 
has been temporarily 
shelved. 

“It's hard for us to keep 
going when we know the 

end is In sight,” Esmonde 
said. 

But even when It's 
gone—barring a 
last-minute about-face in 
Ottawa—the centre's ef 
forts will live on. 

The centre has submit- 
ted its energy conserve 
tion curriculum to the 
education department 
and the area school 
boards. 

Its energy displays, re¬ 
search and information 
will end up partly In Ot¬ 
tawa and (he rest prob¬ 
ably in the Environmen¬ 
tal Centre, a non-profit 
organization on Fort 
Street. 

One final event still 
being organized—a Con- 
server Weekend—will 
lake place at the end of 
September at the Provin¬ 
cial Museum 


Penguins? Not up here! 


Penguin "sightings" around northern Vancouver 
Island and In the Queen Charlottes are almost certain 
ly a case of mistaken Identity, according to David 
Halladay. B.C. chief of wildlife management 

Halladay. asked Thursday about reports of sight¬ 
ings of the flightless birds whose main home Is'- 
Antarctica, said he had heard of only one unofficial 
report "and that was secondhand.” 

"There are plenty of birds w ith similar coloring to 
penguins that also stand upright and unless Ihe sight- • 
mg was by a trained observer I'd have to doubt It.he 
said 

Halladay said the only penguins ever known to 
. travel north of the equator "were brought up by 
man." 

He said the reported sighting that had come to his 
attention was by a couple in Ihe Queen Charlotte 


Islands, but the wildlife branch had been unable to 
send a biologist to check It out. 

Published reports Thursday quoted Wayne Camp¬ 
bell. assistant curator of birds and mammals at the 
provincial museum, as saying he'd received several 
reports of sightings around Ihe coasts of northern 
Vancouver Island. 

They came from naturalists at Millenatch Island 
nature sanctuary east of Campbell River. Ilghtkeepers 
at Egg Island on the northeastern tip of Vancouver 
Island and a fisherman off Quatslno. 

Campbell said he had little doubt the birds were 
penguins, and theorized that since checks w ith West 
Coast zoos had failed to uncover reports of runaways, 
they might have come north from islands off the costs 
of Chile and Peru—a distance of more than 6.000 
miles. 


City weighs firefighters’ demands 

Joint bargaining 
or whip-sawing?

sometimes it is called "col¬ 
lective waiting." 

Or “shirt-tail proposals" 

The references are to a 
fragmented slate of collec¬ 
tive bargaining in which 
B.C.'s fire departments alleg¬ 
edly play follow-the-leader. 
with Vancouver setting the 
pace in wages. 

And now the city of Vic¬ 
toria. through negotiator Carl 
Anshelm and Vancouver law¬ 
yer Jack Giles. Is trying to do 
something about it. They are 
hoping to use a current in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commission 
hearing as a vehicle to bring 
in joint bargaining in the fu¬ 
ture for most of the prov¬ 
ince's firefighters. 

Giles told commission 
chairman Richard Bird 
Thursday there was "no ra¬ 
tional basis" for adopting the 
same wage scale in Victoria 
since Victoria firefighters en¬ 
joyed superior fringe bene¬ 
fits, and parity would only 
add to the "whip-sawing" ex¬ 
isting among the various de¬ 
partments. 

On the other hand, the city 
would like this time to have 
Ihe 1978 Vancouver collective 
agreement awa'rded to Vic¬ 
toria firefighters because it 
would "probably set the basis 
for joint bargaining and put 
an end to the whip-sawing." 
Giles said. 

The stand is in keeping with 
a B.C. trend that has seen 
province-wide bargaining in¬ 
troduced in such fields as 
construction and the hospital 
industry. 


Despite the "collective 
waiting" charge. Victoria's 
firefighters say they don't 
want the Vancouver contract 
“cover to cover." They say It 
would boost them beyond the 
allowable anti-inflation ceil¬ 
ing and would also cost them 
such important coverage as 
their death and disability 
agreement. 

The hearing, which com¬ 
pleted Its fourth day Thurs¬ 
day. will lead to a binding 
settlement in a dispute that 
saw the firefighters threaten 
strike action two months ago. 
Under terms of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act, both 
sides have to, agree before 
the findings can be binding. 
Both have. 

Anshelm. called by Giles as 
a witness, said one set of 
negotiations after another 
proved costly and time con¬ 
suming. 

Giles said in an interview 
afterward that joint bargain 
ing would eliminate the need 
for numerous separate hear 
ings. like the current hearing 
which he estimates will cost 
the city and its 115 fire¬ 
fighters about $30,000. 

On the knowledge that 
Bird, a Duncan lawyer, may 
decide against imposing the 
Vancouver contract, the city 
is prepared to stick to Its 
original offer of a four per 
cent package increase over 
one year. The firefighters 
want six per cent. 

At the moment they are the 
only B.C. firefighters with a 
death and disability clause. 
The widow of a man killed on 
the Job would receive his 
regular wages and benefits 


unitl the dale of his scheduled 
retlremenl. or until she re¬ 
married. 

The city wants this re¬ 
placed with a lump sum pay¬ 
ment equal to four times the 
firefighters' annual salary. 

The firefighters say the 
coverage they now have 
started in Calgary and has 
become a major contract de¬ 
mand in Ontario. 

Anshelm, who is chief ne¬ 
gotiator for the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Labor Relations Asso¬ 
ciation. testified that there 
hadn't really been any nego¬ 
tiations this time because the 
Victoria Firefighters Union 
wasn't ready to clarify its 
position In the beginning and 
at later meetings kept "esca¬ 
lating” its demands. 

He refused to agree with 
the suggestion of Dermod 
Owen-Flood. lawyer for the

firefighters, that (he city had 
done the same 
Owen-Flood drew from An¬ 
shelm the fact that when the 
firefighters finally did put 
their wage demands on the 
table the cify wasn't ready 
with counter proposals. 

The lawyer prompted some 
laughter when he said: “I 
suggest you were following 
the age-old Victoria tradition 
where you don't make any 
proposals at all—you simply 
have a meeting and ask for 
arbitration.'*

The first alarm was turned 
rin at 1:37 a.m. by a neighbor 
but Saanich deputy fire chief 


Orval McGregor speculated 
the fire may have started a 
considerable time before. 
Windows shattered and there 
were a series of explosions 
which led McGregor to be¬ 
lieve that there was a buildup 
of heat creating the explo¬ 
sions. 

The investigator also 
thought that the blaze may 
have been started by a ciga¬ 
rette. Edward had been home 
some time before the fire was 
discovered but had left. 


Beer garden endorsed 

First one netted more than $16,000 


Victoria city council's fi¬ 
nance committee has en 
dorsed in principle the idea of 
a beer garden being operated 
in the downtown area next 
year by the Associated Cana¬ 
dian Travellers. 

A six-day beer garden 
operated by the club last 
month at the former Ocean 
Cement site resulted in a 
profit of $16,597, aldermen 
were told Thursday. 

The money will be used by 
the non-profit serv ice club to 
assist the Tom Thumb Safety 
Village and the Victoria As¬ 
sociation for the Mentally 
Handicapped. 


V. Club officials must provide 
documented evidence to the 
city by Oct. 31 of how the 
proceeds have been dis¬ 
persed. 

Aid. Murray Glazier, the 
lone member opposing a re¬ 
quest by the club for permis¬ 
sion to make the beer garden 
an annual event at the Inner 
Harbor, said valuable land in 
the downtown location could 
not be reserved for the exclu¬ 
sive use of one organization. 

He ruled out the club's pro¬ 
posal that it be allowed to use 
the former Black Ball ferry 
terminal property next year 


on grounds that the land is 
owned by the province, and 
said he was opposed to use of 
city-owned property In the 
area. 

Glazier said the club should 
make Its request early next 
year, so it could be consider¬ 
ed In the light of other attrac¬ 
tions planned In the harbor. 

But club spokesman David 
Garrard said lead time was 
needed in order to plan the 
event. 

The club, he said, planned 
additional live entertainment 
next year. Improvements in 
the selection of food, charg¬ 


ing an admission and having 
sunshades placed on tables. 
He also suggested shade 
trees be supplied by the city 
to enclose the area. 

In other business, the com¬ 
mittee: 

• Approved a request by. 
the Labor Day Celebrations 
Committee for a liquor for a 
picnic Sept. 4 in Macdonald 

Park. 

• Agreed to the transfer of 
$2,236 from the land reserve 
investment account to the tax 
sale lands reserve fund. 

• Decided against reinsti- 
tuting the defunct Victoria 
Athletic Commission. 


Royal Theatre facelift almost assured 


Victoria city council will 
meet at noon today to make a 
final decision on granting an 
additional $l9o.0uu to reno¬ 
vate the Royal Theatre. 

Because of a change of 
heart by 1 Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier. council is expected to 
reverse its decision not to 
spend extra money on reno¬ 
vating Ihe 62-year-old build 
ing. 

.Glazier, who last week 
sponsored a motion that Ihe 
request be denied, reversed 
his decision at a finance com- 
mittee Thursday. 

He said he had been op 
posed because of indications 
from Saanich Mayor Mcl 
Couvelier and Victoria 


Mayor Michael Young that 
the province was working on 
a proposal for a new civic 
centre. 

"Our mayor urged us not to 
endorse the request,” he 
said. “I was faced with a 
situation where two civic 
leaders were alluding to a 
new civic centre. That was 
the predicament I was in." 

-Glazier said he would sup 
port Ihe additional funds so 
the theatre could serve as a 
home fur the symphony and 
other cultural activities, “be 
cause 1 have been unable to 
ttnd out anything about an 
impending announcement re¬ 
garding a civic centre.” 


Theatre committee- 
members Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie of Victoria and 
Aid. John Goult of Oak Bay 
told the committee they felt 
both mayors were merely 
speculating. 

Goult said what the mayors 
said was nebulous. "If they 
knew anything they should 
have passed the information 
along, to the theatre commit¬ 
tee." 

The $190.04X1 being request 
ed was to supplement $400,000 
Oak Bay. Saanich and the 
city had already budgeted for 
the renovation, and without 
the extra funds the entire 
project was in jeopardy, he 
said. 


"If the money is not forth 
coming, we arc placed in the 
position of acting as trustees 
of a declining mausoleum." 

Goult said the declining old 
lady of Blanshard Street 
could be tarted up to look 
good for a few years, but 
Whether the fire marshal 
would allow use of the build¬ 
ing until work he had ordered 
was completed, was of con 
eem to Ihe committee. 

"We are concerned this 
handsome Edwardian jewel 
be preserved." he said. 

Goult said the work 
planned was not aimed at 
completely refurbishing the 
theatre but simply bringing 


it up to scratch so it could 
serve the community for an¬ 
other five to 10 years. 

Acting mayor William Tin¬ 
dall said he would oppose any 
move to grant the additional 
funds as he was under the 
impression a maintenance 
rather than a major renova¬ 
tion program was to be un¬ 
dertaken. 

“If the tfiree partners can't 
get along, maybe we should 
be giving some thought to 
dissolving the partnership 
Victoria will look kindly on a 
suggestion we go it alone." hr 
said. 

He said the amount to be 
spent on the theatre should 
not exceed $400 000 


The mayor cast the de- 
i iding vote last week when he 
lined, up with aldermen John 
Hayes. Glazier and Tindall to 
withhold the additional fin¬ 
ancing. while aldermen 
Robin Blencoe, William 
McElroy and McKenzie were 
opposed to the motion. Aider- 
men Robert Wright and 
Larry Ryan, absent from last 
week's council meeting, are 
expected to be present for 
today 's vote. Young is out of 
the city. 

Mayor Couvelier cast the 
only dissenting vote in a 6-1 
Saanich vote and Oak Bay 
council has voted unanimous¬ 
ly to provide Ihe extra 
money
